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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Acting  Governor,  and  the  Honor- 
able Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum  respectfully  sub- 
mit the  following  report. 

The  building  committee  of  the  trustees,  elected  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  425  of  the  Acts  of  1892,  reported  to  the 
trustees  that  a  portion  of  the  buildings,  with  accommodation 
for  600  patients  and  the  necessary  officers  and  employees,  would 
be  ready  for  occupancy  on  May  1.  It  was  thought  best,  on 
account  of  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  other  State  hos- 
pitals and  the  urgent  necessity  of  relieving  them  of  their  surplus 
population,  to  open  at  once  the  buildings  which  were  finished, 
and  not  wait  for  the  completion  of  the  whole  group  of  buildings 
which  constitute  the  establishment.  The  State  Board  of  Lunacy 
and  Charity  were  accordingly  notified,  and  during  the  months 
of  May  and  June  about  600  patients  of  the  chronic  and  incura- 
ble class  were  transferred  by  this  Board  from  the  various  hos- 
pitals for  the  insane. 

The  really  great  work  of  organizing  and  opening  a  large 
asylum  has  been  carried  on  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
trustees  and  creditable  to  the  superintendent.  This  work  was 
rendered  more  perplexing  from  the  fact  that  the  whole  plan  of 
administration  was  a  new  one  in  this  State.  The  daily  routine 
of  the  patients  transferred  was  entirely  different  from  that  to 
which  they  had  been  accustomed,  many  of  them  for  years,  and 
they  found  it  difficult  easily  to  accommodate  themselves  to  the 
change.  In  addition  to  this,  building  operations  have  been 
carried  on  through  the  year.  This  has  been  an  important 
factor  as  a  disturbing  element,  adding  to  the  natural  excitement 
of  the  patients  incident  to  their  removal  to  a  new  home.  The 
friction  and  discomfort  arising  from  these  causes  are,  however, 
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becoming  less  every  day.  Twelve  buildings  are  now  occupied, 
and  the  building  committee  expect  that  the  remaining  six  will 
be  completed  early  next  year,  —  three  of  them  by  the  first  of 
January.  The  establishment  will  then  give  accommodation  to 
1 ,000  patients,  and  with  a  little  crowding  to  1 ,200.  The  general 
plan  of  the  asylum  is  described  in  detail  in  the  appended  report 
of  the  superintendent. 

The  trustees  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  cot- 
tage plan  adopted  in  the  construction,  with  its  eighteen  separate 
buildings  for  patients,  gives  a  much  better  opportunity  for  the 
classification  of  all  forms  of  insanity  than  is  afforded  by  any 
hospital  in  the  State.  It  seems  to  them  unfortunate  that  the 
institution  should  be  by  statute  confined  to  the  care  of  the 
chronic  and  incurable  class  of  the  insane  who  have  become  pub- 
lic charges,  when  it  has  such  facilities  for  treating  recent  and 
curable  cases.  They  therefore  recommend  that  the  matter  of 
so  amending  the  statute  that  the  institution  shall  be  placed 
upon  the  same  basis  as  the  other  State  hospitals  be  brought  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Legislature. 

The  water  supply,  which  was  originally  intended  to  be  fur- 
nished from  driven  wells,  has  proved  to  be  inadequate.  A 
quantity  sufficient  for  all  purposes  except  drinking  is  obtained 
directly  from  Charles  River.  The  question  of  a  supply  suitable 
in  quality  and  quantity  for  all  purposes  is  now  under  consider- 
ation by  the  building  committee. 

The  statutes  provide  that  the  expenses  of  the  institution  shall 
not  exceed  $2.80  per  week  for  each  patient.  This  sum,  of 
course,  can  be  sufficient  only  when  the  asylum  has  become 
well  established,  with  at  least  two-thirds  of  its  complement  of 
inmates.  This  report  covers  the  first  five  months  since  the 
asylum  was  opened,  with  the  number  of  patients  varying  from 
120  to  596,  and  the  expenses  for  this  period  and  for  the  month 
of  March,  during  which  the  buildings  were  made  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy, has  been  $3.21  per  patient.  This  result  is  especially 
gratifying  to  the  trustees,  showing,  as  it  does,  careful  economy 
on  the  part  of  the  officials  of  the  institution  who  have  the  imme- 
diate charge  of  its  management.  It  should  be  stated  that  the 
expenses  during  the  summer  are  always  less  than  during  the 
winter,  when  the  item  of  fuel  adds  considerably  to  the  expendi- 
tures.    Just  what  the  cost  of  fuel  will  be  we  are  unable  to  state, 
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as  our  first  winter  is  in  the  future.  We  hope,  however,  to  have 
an  increased  number  of  patients,  and  by  this  means  to  keep  the 
per  capita  expenses  near  the  present  amount. 

It  will  be  necessary,  for  at  least  another  year,  to  ask  of  the 
Legislature  an  appropriation  for  current  expenses  in  excess  of 
our  income.  The  amount  of  receipts  depends  entirely  upon 
the  number  of  patients.  This  number  is  a  matter  over  which 
the  trustees  have  no  control,  and  for  this  reason  we  can  esti- 
mate only  approximately  what  our  income  will  be.  In  order, 
however,  that  the  asylum  may  not  be  embarrassed  in  its  opera- 
tions, we  shall  apply  for  an  appropriation  of  $40,000. 

For  the  financial  condition  of  the  asylum,  you  are  respect- 
fully referred  to  the  treasurer's  report. 

The  trustees  appointed  in  February  Dr.  Edward  French, 
medical  superintendent.  He  has  been  for  twelve  years  con- 
nected with  the  asylum  at  Concord,  N.  H.  Dr.  Chas.  A.  Drew 
and  Dr.  Thomas  Howell,  both  of  whom  had  been  upon  the 
medical  staff  of  institutions  for  the  insane,  were  appointed 
assistant  physicians.  Mr.  John  B.  Chapin  was  elected  stew- 
ard, Mrs.  Mary  A.  Satterthwaite  matron,  Mr.  Chas.  C.  Blaney 
treasurer  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Read  engineer.  We  believe  all  of 
these  officials  have  labored  faithfully,  both  in  their  professional 
and  business  capacity,  for  the  best  interests  of  the  institution 
and  the  patients. 

Any  success  which  is  achieved  in  the  management  of  an  asy- 
lum for  the  insane  requires,  on  the  part  of  those  in  charge, 
unceasing  diligence,  an  unlimited  amount  of  patience  and  never- 
failing  kindness  in  manner  and  speech  towards  the  unfortunate 
inmates.  Keeping  this  high  ideal  of  service  always  in  mind, 
it  will  be  the  hope  of  the  trustees  that  the  Medfield  Asylum, 
the  latest  addition  to  the  large  number  of  charitable  institutions 
established  by  the  Commonwealth,  may  meet  the  exacting  de- 
mands of  the  public.

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SUPEKINTENDENT'S  EEPOET. 


Medfield,  Sept.  30,  1896. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Medjield  Insane  Asylum. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  :  —  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  sub- 
mit the  superintendent's  report  for  the  past  five  months  of  the 
Medfield  Insane  Asylum.  As  the  year  for  the  institutions  in 
Massachusetts  ends  with  September  30,  this  report  is  neces- 
sarily short  and  includes  only  five  months,  the  time  elapsing 
since  it  was  opened.  The  work  of  cleaning,  furnishing  and 
otherwise  preparing  the  different  buildings  was  begun  March  1, 
and  was  pushed  forward  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Twelve  of  the 
cottages  for  patients  were  ready  to  be  put  in  order  while  six 
others  designed  for  the  filthy  and  more  disturbed  classes  were 
in  process  of  erection.  These,  with  the  chapel,  stable  and  farm 
barns,  are  still  unfinished.  It  was  so  far  accomplished  as  to 
warrant  your  Board  in  notifying  the  State  authorities  that  the 
asylum  was  ready  to  receive  patients  on  the  1st  of  last  May. 

The  unique  arrangement  of  the  buildings  of  the  Medfield 
Asylum  is  such  that  if  a  general  description  is  given  the  details 
of  management  can  be  better  understood.  The  completed  plan 
will  show  twenty-seven  buildings,  facing  along  the  sides  and  ends 
of  a  rectangle.  The  situation  is  upon  the  summit  of  a  hill,  about 
250  feet  elevation  above  the  sea,  and  known  upon  the  topo- 
graphical map  of  the  State  as  "  Castle  Hill."  The  State  owns 
426  acres  of  land,  part  of  it  being  situated  in  the  town  of 
Dover  and  all  of  it  bordering  upon  the  Charles  Eiver  except 
upon  the  east  side.  The  top  of  the  hill  is  graded  on  a  slope 
toward  the  west.  The  prospect  from  all  the  buildings  is  beauti- 
ful and  extensive,  and  the  location  of  the  asylum  was  often 
sought  in  years  past  for  the  beauty  of  its  view.  The  woodland 
north  of  the  institution  borders  on  the  river,  and  offers  an  ex- 
cellent opportunity  for  a  magnificent  park.  It  is  already 
covered  with  desirable  well-grown  trees,  and  is  diversified  by 
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picturesque    rocky    hills,    pleasant   vales    and    many    natural 
advantages. 

The  ward  buildings  are  situated  upon  the  sides  and  ends  of 
the  rectangle,  and  face  in  upon  the  chapel,  laundry,  dining 
rooms,  kitchen  and  power  house.  The  buildings  are  separate 
from  each  other,  the  spaces  varying  from  one  to  eight  rods  in 
extent,  which  allows  air  and  sun  upon  all  four  sides  of  each 
building.  Eighteen  of  these  buildings  are  designed  to  hold 
patients,  the  upper  story  for  sleeping  purposes  and  the  lower 
story  for  sitting  and  work  rooms.  Most  of  the  cottages  will 
accommodate  about  50  patients,  while  there  are  two  which  are 
capable  of  accommodating  100  each.  Some  of  these  buildings 
are  provided  with  dining  rooms,  but  it  is  expected  that  all 
patients  who  are  able  will  walk  to  the  general  dining  rooms  for 
their  meals,  in  the  centre  of  the  rectangle.  Each  dining  room 
is  capable  of  seating  about  500  patients.  The  buildings  are 
admirably  lighted,  with  no  dark  corners,  and  substantially  and 
thoroughly  built.  Heat  is  forced  into  all  the  rooms  by  fans  in 
each  basement,  run  by  electric  motors,  and  the  foul  air  ex- 
hausted by  a  similar  arrangement  in  every  attic. 

On  the  first  day  of  May  a  transfer  of  120  patients  was 
received  from  the  Taunton  hospital,  consisting  of  60  of  each 
sex.  They  were  brought  in  a  special  train  that  was  run  up 
into  the  asylum  grounds  on  a  spur  track.  Part  of  these  were 
able  to  walk  to  the  building  where  they  were  received,  the  rest 
were  conveyed  in  omnibuses  to  the  same  building.  Each 
patient  was  examined,  his  weight,  height  and  other  personal 
characteristics  taken  and  recorded,  and  then  assigned  to  the 
proper  building.  Subsequent  transfers  were  brought  from  the 
public  station  in  omnibuses,  except  the  transfer  from  the  Dan- 
vers  hospital,  which  was  in  a  special  train  left  on  the  spur  track 
and  afterwards  conveyed  to  the  institution  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  transfer  from  Taunton.  May  12  a  transfer  of  29  women 
was  received  from  the  Northampton  hospital.  On  May  27 
30  women  and  20  men  were  transferred  from  Westborough. 
June  4  a  large  transfer  was  received  from  the  Worcester 
hospital,  consisting  of  110  men  and  64  women.  On  June  6 
24  women  were  sent  in  omnibuses  from  the  city  of  Boston 
asylum,  Austin  Farm,  at  Roslindale.  June  11,  20  women  and 
1  man  were  sent  in  the  same  manner  from  the  same   place. 
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June  23  a  large  transfer  of  71  women  and  10G  men  came  from 
Danvers.  Five  other  patients  have  been  received  from  differ- 
ent hospitals  at  different  times,  making  a  total  of  600,  —  302 
women  and  298  men. 

There  have  been  discharged  13  patients  ;  2  were  improved 
and  11  were  not  improved.  Eight  of  these  were  transferred 
to  other  institutions  by  orders  from  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy 
and  Charity.  There  were  24  deaths.  When  we  consider  the 
feeble  condition  of  many  of  these  patients,  and  that  in  some 
cases  death  was  a  "  foregone  conclusion"  when  they  were  ad- 
mitted, and  the  fact  that  the  change  of  habits  and  environment 
of  elderly  demented  patients  often  hastens  a  fatal  termination, 
it  is  not  excessive.  All  those  that  eloped  have  been  returned 
except  one,  who  was  arrested  as  a  vagrant  in  a  neighboring 
town  and  committed  to  another  lunatic  hospital. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  is  necessarily  small, 
because  of  the  time  elapsing  between  the  first  and  last  transfer 
before  the  complement  of  patients  was  reached.  The  average 
of  461.61  is  the  total  daily  average  number  of  patients  for  the 
past  five  months.  It  is  obvious  that  the  cost  of  maintenance 
will  be  higher  than  it  would  have  been  had  there  been  a  larger 
number  of  patients  in  the  early  months.  The  average  weekly 
cost  per  patient  has  been  $3.21. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  interest  and  engage  as  many 
patients  as  possible  in  work  that  was  of  equal  advantage  to  the 
individual  and  the  State.  The  female  patients  have  been 
employed  in  the  mending  room,  the  laundry,  kitchen,  and  in 
sewing  and  knitting  in  the  wards.  The  men  have  worked  in 
the  general  dining  rooms,  in  the  laundry,  kitchen,  on  the  teams 
and  on  the  farm  and  grounds.  There  is  plenty  of  work  for 
male  patients  for  the  next  few  years  in  outside  occupations 
upon  the  grounds  in  construction  and  repairs.  Match  games 
of  baseball  between  nines  of  patients  and  attendants  have  fur- 
nished considerable  entertainment  to  large  numbers. 

The  water  supply  has  already  been  considered  by  your 
Board,  and  no  doubt  another  year  will  see  us  equipped  with  an 
adequate  supply. 

At  present  the  several  departments  are  working  quite 
smoothly  and  satisfactorily,  considering  that  everything  has 
to  be  tried  and  adjusted  in  such  a  large  and  new  institution. 
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The  farm  has  been  very  successful  and  has  produced  a  large 
supply  of  garden  vegetables,  so  that  for  the  past  two  months 
the  tables  for  the  patients  have  been  supplied  every  day.  Bar- 
rels of  apples  have  been  placed  in  all  the  wards,  and  the 
patients  have  eaten  them  freely,  with  no  harmful  effect. 

The  thanks  of  the  patients  and  myself  are  extended  to  Rev. 
Father  Donnelly  of  South  Natick  and  to  Revs.  Mr.  Savage  and 
Mr.  Dyer  of  Medfield,  who  have  ministered  to  the  spiritual 
wants  of  the  sick  and  officiated  at  funerals  ;  also  to  Miss  Helen 
Brown  for  a  generous  supply  of  magazines,  to  Mrs.  Thomas 
Upham  for  newspapers,  to  Miss  Rose  Allen  for  silk  pieces  and 
to  Miss  Garland  of  Dover,  N.  H.,  for  magazines  and  silk 
pieces. 

I  feel  grateful  and  appreciative  to  all  my  assistants  and  em- 
ployees for  their  faithfulness  and  co-operation,  especially  dur- 
ing the  opening  months,  when  there  was  more  or  less  difficulty 
in  getting  the  several  departments  into  smooth  running  order. 
To  your  Board  I  am  also  grateful  for  your  hearty  and  gener- 
ous support  and  your  patience  with  the  many  imperfections  of 
the  management.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum  respectfully 
present  herewith  the  second  annual  report  of  the  institution, 
together  with  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  treasurer. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  twelve  buildings  for 
patients  had  been  completed  and  occupied.  Since  then  the  six 
remaining  cottages,  together  with  the  chapel,  farm,  barn  and 
stable,  have  been  finished.  This  number  comprises  all  the 
buildings  to  be  occupied  by  patients  contemplated  in  the  origi- 
nal plan.  About  1,000  patients  of  the  chronic  class,  who  have 
become  public  charges,  have  been  transferred  to  the  asylum  by 
the  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity.  A  large  proportion  of  these 
cases  are  old,  feeble,  sick,  filthy  in  their  habits  and  destructive 
of  their  clothing.  The  Legislature  having  prescribed  by  stat- 
ute that  the  weekly  cost  per  capita  should  be  $2.80,  forty- five 
cents  less  than  had  been  paid  for  their  support  before  their 
transfer,  the  trustees  expected  that  the  patients  selected  for 
the  institution  would  be  in  such  health  and  of  such  habits  that 
they  could,  by  the  exercise  of  careful  economy,  be  properly 
cared  for  at  this  reduced  rate  per  week.  But  the  proportion 
of  sick,  helpless  and  untidy  among  them,  requiring  extra 
nurses,  extra  clothing  and  special  diet,  is  so  large  that  the 
Board  is  satisfied  that  a  larger  sum  is  necessary.  We  do  not 
think  it  probable  that  the  current  expenses  will  ever  be  any 
less  than  they  have  been  this  year  (in  fact,  many  articles  of 
daily  use  have  increased  already  in  price),  or  that  it  is  desir- 
able to  try  to   make  them  so  hy  purchasing  inferior  articles.

The  gross  expenditures  for  the  current  year  give  an  average 
weekly  cost  of  about  $3.20.  The  Board  therefore  renews  the 
suggestion  made  in  its  last  report,  that  the  price  per  week  to  be 
charged  be  $3.25  for  each  patient,  the  same  as  is  received  at 
the  other  State  institutions. 

The  water  supply,  which  has  been  very  inadequate,  will 
soon  be  obtained  from  another  source.  The  building  com- 
mittee, having  secured  the  necessary  legislation,  took  posses- 
sion of  the  waters  of  Farm  Pond,  a  beautiful  sheet  of  water, 
situated  in  South  Sherborn,  ten  thousand  feet  from  our  pump- 
ing station,  and  have  contracted  for  the  laying  of  a  twelve- 
inch  pipe  from  the  pond  to  the  as}dum.  This  work  is  well 
under  way,  and  will  be  completed  by  December.  The  pond 
has  an  area  of  127  acres,  and  analyses  of  the  water  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  indicate  satisfactory  conditions  of  purity  and 
softness. 

To  secure  an  efficient  and  economical  administration  of  the 
mechanical  departments  of  the  institution,  either  a  new  build- 
ing or  an  addition  to  the  present  engine  room  is  required.  The 
trustees  will  ask  of  the  Legislature  an  appropriation  of  $15,000 
for  these  purposes. 

As  the  income,  at  present  rates,  derived  from  the  inmates 
will  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  current  expenses,  we  shall  also 
ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  to  pay  any  deficiency  which 
may  occur. 

Considerable  labor  has  been  done  upon  the  farm  during  the 
year  to  increase  its  productive  capacity.  The  arable  land  has 
been  neglected  for  a  number  of  years,  and  it  will  require  some 
time  to  bring  it  back  to  a  state  of  cultivation  necessary  to  yield 
satisfactory  crops  of  grass  and  vegetables. 

The  immediate  grounds  about  the  buildings  were  left  in  the 
usual  chaotic  state  after  extensive  building  operations  have  been 
carried  on.  These  will  be  improved  as  rapidly  as  our  resources 
will  allow,  by  planting  trees  and  shrubbery,  grading  and  seed- 
ing the  lawns  and  perfecting  the  avenues  and  paths. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  staff  of  officers,  which 
are  referred  to  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  superintendent. 
The  difficult  and  perplexing  duties  attending  the  management 
of  a  large  asylum  for  the  insane  have  been  performed  by  Dr. 
French  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  trustees.     We  believe 
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the  interests  of  the  State  have  been  carefully  guarded  by  the 
steward  in  the  purchases  of  supplies,  and  that  the  officers  and 
employees  generally  have  worked  together  for  the  interests  of 
the  institution  and  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  patients 
under  our  charge.

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Medfield,  Sept.  30,  1897. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  :  —  The  first  annual  report  of  the 
Medfield  Insane  Asylum  covered  a  period  of  five  months  only, 
and  consequently  did  not  demonstrate  all  of  the  problems  met 
with  in  the  management,  and  expenses  attending  the  running, 
of  this  institution.  This,  being  the  second  one,  is  for  the  full 
year,  ending  September  30,  and  shows  more  fully  the  results 
of  one  year's  management. 

The  asylum  year  of  1896  closed  with  563  patients  in  the 
institution.  There  have  been  received  since  then,  by  large 
transfers  from  the  State  hospitals,  499,  making  1,062  patients 
received  since  the  opening  of  the  asylum,  May  1,  1896.  The 
largest  number  in  the  asylum  at  one  time  was  999  ;  the  smallest 
number,  557  ;  the  daily  average  for  the  year  has  been  741.95. 
This  would  have  been  larger,  but  some  of  the  heaviest  transfers 
were  received  quite  late  in  the  year.  The  total  expenditures  of 
the  year,  minus  money  received  for  cash  sales  and  extraordi- 
nary expenses,  mostly  for  construction,  gives  a  weekly  per 
capita  cost  of  $3.08. 

All  of  the  buildings  are  now  occupied,  and  the  classification 
has  been  made  as  perfect  as  possible,  considering  that  there  is 
very  little  difference  in  the  character  of  the  patients  received. 
The  cottage  plan  of  construction  gives  the  best  possible  facili- 
ties for  classification,  and,  if  the  patients  were  acute  cases, 
classification  could  be  made  well  nigh  as  perfect  as  it  is  possi- 
ble to  do.  About  575  patients  are  able  to  go  to  the  general 
dining  rooms  in  the  centre  of  the  square ;  the  remaining 
patients  eat  in  the  small  ward  dining  rooms  in  the  buildings  in 
which  they  are  located. 

The  general  character  of  the  patients  received  by  transfer 
during  the  past  year  has  not  changed  from  that  of  the  previous 
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year.  A  large  number  are  cases  of  terminal  dementia,  — 
patients  that  are  difficult  to  care  for,  because  of  their  untidy 
habits  and  their  tendencies  to  destructiveness.  A  large  num- 
ber of  old  and  feeble  cases  have  been  received,  so  that  the 
number  of  bed  cases  has  been  large,  and  has  varied  from  50  to 
85  at  a  time ;  most  of  these  are  in  bed  from  feebleness  or  ex- 
haustion from  organic  brain  diseases.  There  have  been  dis- 
charged  28  cases ;  7  of  these  were  recovered,  1  much  improved, 
6  improved  and  14  not  improved.  There  have  been  73  deaths, 
mostly  from  exhaustion  following  organic  brain  diseases,  prin- 
cipally terminal  dementia.  The  general  rule  that  many  patients 
die  immediately  following  their  transfer  has  proved  itself  during 
the  past  year. 

With  a  full  year's  experience  in  the  management  of  an  asylum 
built  upon  the  cottage  plan,  several  practical  facts  have  demon- 
strated themselves.  Apart  from  the  advantages  obtained  by 
giving  more  air  and  sunlight,  has  been  the  increased  oppor- 
tunity for  getting  patients  out  of  the  wards,  and  breaking  up  the 
daily  monotony  of  sitting  continually  in  the  ward  rooms  of  the 
different  buildings.  Great  use  has  been  made  of  the  piazzas, 
and,  in  addition  to  the  daily  walks,  patients  have  had  the  short 
walks  to  the  dining  rooms  to  and  from  each  meal.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  cost  of  repairs  and  the  expenses  of  maintenance  are 
larger  than  in  buildings  built  on  the  block  plan.  The  distribu- 
tion of  supplies  and  the  necessity  for  more  outside  clothing  and 
more  help  are  the  largest  expenses.  The  patients  were  able  to 
go  to  the  general  dining  rooms  during  every  day  in  the  year 
but  on  two  afternoons,  when  food  was  distributed  to  the  ward 
buildings. 

The  chapel  was  completed  and  occupied  in  September,  re- 
ligious services  being  commenced  at  that  time.  The  lack  of  a 
hall  for  amusements  prevented  anything  of  that  sort  during  the 
past  winter,  but  this  winter  the  usual  entertainments  furnished 
at  the  other  State  institutions  will  be  given  in  the  chapel  for 
the  benefit  of  the  patients.  The  base  ball  games  have  been 
continued  throughout  the  summer  and  have  been  quite  popular, 
especially  the  match  games  with  outsiders.  As  many  patients 
as  possible  have  been  employed  both  outside  and  inside  the 
buildings,  in  accordance  with  the  original  plan  of  the  institu- 
tion.    While  their  labor  so  far  has  not  been  very  productive, 
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still,  as  large  a  number  has  been  employed  as  possible,  princi- 
pally for  the  benefit  the  patients  would  derive  from  it  by  being 
constantly  in  the  open  air.  With  a  class  of  patients  less  de- 
mented and  stronger  physically,  much  more  could  have  been 
done.  Considerable  grading,  road  building,  rough  labor  and 
stone  work  has  been  accomplished,  and  there  remains  very 
much  more  similar  work.  Tlje  ice  pond  was  excavated,  and  a 
good  supply  of  ice  for  the  year's  use  was  put  in  at  an  average 
of  29  cents  per  ton,  allowing  interest  on  the  investment  in  tools 
and  ice  house.  Progress  has  been  made  in  improving  the 
farm  ;  stones  have  been  dug  up  and  taken  away  and  trees  and 
bushes  grubbed  up.  The  farm  has  been  reasonably  productive, 
and  has  produced  an  abundance  of  vegetables  in  season  and 
enough  for  use  during  the  coming  winter.  In  addition  to  the 
regular  farm  work,  the  coal  has  been  drawn  by  the  farm  teams 
and  considerable  work  done  upon  the  grounds.  In  February 
last  the  stock  barn  was  completed,  so  that  cows  were  bought. 
Since  then  we  have  had  our  own  milk,  which  is  of  better  qual- 
ity and  less  in  price  than  it  could  have  been  bought  for. 

Among  some  of  the  necessities  made  apparent  during  the 
past  year  is  the  need  of  a  building  for  a  carpenter's  shop  and 
machine  shop.  Some  sort  of  a  recreation  room  should  be  fur- 
nished the  help,  where  they  can  play  games  and  read  when  off 
duty.  This  is  the  more  necessary  because  of  the  distance  of 
this  institution  from  populous  centres,  and  consequently  re- 
quiring time  and  money  for  them  to  reach  a  place  of  entertain- 
ment. Sick  employees  should  be  provided  with  some  quiet 
place  removed  from  the  noise  of  the  wards.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  no  facilities  for  such  removals,  and  the  sick  per- 
son is  often  surrounded  by  a  noisy  and  turbulent  class  of 
patients. 

Several  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  official  staff  during 
the  past  year.  Mary  Satterthwait,  the  first  matron,  resigned 
Oct.  14,  1896.  Mrs.  Satterthwait  began  her  duties  before  the 
asylum  received  any  patients,  and  went  through  the  hard  work 
of  organizing  and  the  troubles  and  perplexities  of  starting  a 
new  institution.  She  left  to  engage  in  similar  work  in  Penn- 
sylvania.  She  was  succeeded  by  Miss  A.  L.  Fletcher,  who  left 
March  22,  1897,  to  take  a  similar  position  in  a  large  hotel,  with 
increased  salary.     Miss  Bessie  Hazen,  the  third  incumbent,  is 
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still  with  us,  and  doing  valuable  service.  Dr.  Harriet  M. 
Doane,  from  the  Memorial  Hospital,  Worcester,  was  appointed 
on  the  staff  last  March.  Dr.  Thomas  Howell,  assistant  physi- 
cian, resigned  to  engage  in  private  practice  last  May.  He  had 
been  an  efficient  officer,  and  was  a  loss  to  the  institution. 
Dr.  Lawrence  F.  Patton,  from  the  Brattleboro  Eetreat,  was 
his  successor,  a  gentleman  well  qualified  by  personal  attributes 
and  training  for  this  responsible  position.  About  fifty  of  the 
attendants  and  employees  who  began  work  with  the  opening  of 
the  institution  are  still  here,  and  doing  good  service. 

As  to  my  officials  and  employees,  I  take  pleasure  in  publicly 
approving  their  faithful  service  to  the  asylum.  The  thanks  of 
the  management  are  extended  to  all  friends  of  the  asylum  who 
have  donated  reading  matter  for  the  use  of  the  patients.  This 
is  a  real  charity,  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  patients,  who 
get  many  interesting  hours  from  the  old  books,  papers  and 
magazines  so  received. 

Thanking  your  Board  for  your  co-operation  and  advice  during 
the  past  year,  this  report  is  respectfully  submitted.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum  respectfully 
present  herewith  their  third  annual  report  of  the  asylum,  to 
which  is  appended  the  report  of  the  superintendent  and  the 
treasurer,  and  the  statistical  tables,  showing  the  movement  of 
population,  the  nativity,  age  and  form  of  mental  disease  of  the 
patients  in  the  institution. 

The  original  act  establishing  the  asylum  provided  that  build- 
ings should  be  erected  to  accommodate  1,000  patients.  This 
has  been  about  the  number  of  inmates  during  the  last  year. 
Two  hundred  more  patients  could  be  comfortably  cared  for, 
should  it  be  thought  expedient  at  any  time  to  make  such  in- 
crease. If  this  is  done,  the  per  capita  yearly  expense  would 
be  materially  diminished.  The  trustees  in  their  last  report  re- 
ferred to  the  large  number  of  sick,  feeble,  untidy  and  violent 
patients  selected  by  the  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity  from 
the  other  institutions  for  transfer  to  Medfield.  The  proportion 
of  such  patients  sent  here  during  the  present  year  has  been 
equally  large.  The  original  plan  of  construction  approved  by 
the  Legislature  provided  two  large  associated  dining  rooms,  to 
which  it  was  expected  that  all  patients  except  a  few  sick  and 
excited  ones  would  go  for  their  meals  ;  yet,  out  of  the  whole 
number,  only  about  530  have  been  able  to  go  to  these  general 
dining  rooms,  while  the  food  for  the  remaining  470  has  been 
carried  by  teams  to  the  various  buildings,  in  some  of  which 
temporary  dining  rooms  have  had  to  be  fitted  up  at  much  in- 
convenience and  additional  expense.  The  number  of  patients 
sick  in  bed,  requiring  constant  attention,  has  averaged  from  80 
to  100.     This  is  probably  nearly,  if  not  quite,  as  many  as  the 
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combined  daily  average  in  the  six  other  State  establishments 
for  the  insane.  The  trustees  do  not  believe  that  such  patients 
can  be  properly  cared  for  at  an  expenditure  of  $2.80  per  week. 
In  addition  to  the  sick,  there  are  a  large  number  in  the  last 
stages  of  helpless  dementia,  feeble  and  untidy,  demanding 
quite  as  much  care  as  the  sick.  This  means  an  increase  in  the 
force  of  attendants,  aud  additional  expense  for  extra  clothing 
and  special  diet.  It  is  difficult  to  state  what  the  exact  inten- 
tion of  the  Legislature  was  in  providing  by  statute  that  the 
charge  for  caring  for  patients  transferred  to  this  asylum  should 
be  $2.80  per  week ;  but  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  it  did 
not  expect  the  trustees  to  provide  at  this  rate  for  a  class  which 
had  cost  the  institutions  from  which  they  were  sent  at  least  twice 
that  sum  ;  but  rather  that  the  patients  selected  for  this  institu- 
tion would  be,  as  stated  in  our  last  report,  in  such  health  and 
of  such  habits  as  to  require  no  special  nursing  or  extra  attend- 
ants ;  that,  in  fact,  they  would  many  of  them  be  able  to 
furnish  material  assistance  in  the  various  departments  of  the 
asylum,  including  the  kitchen,  laundry,  farm  and  the  immediate 
grounds  around  the  buildings.  By  the  exercise  of  the  most 
careful  economy  the  expenditures  for  the  last  year  have  ex- 
ceeded our  income  only  by  about  $10,000.  The  Legislature 
last  year  gave  us  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  for  current 
expenses.  No  drafts  have  been  made  upon  this  amount,  and 
part  of  said  appropriation  will  probably  be  covered  into  the 
State  treasury,  the  deficit  in  our  expenses,  $10,000,  as  shown 
above,  being  made  up  from  the  appropriation  of  1897. 

There  are  two  ways  by  which  the  asylum  can  be  placed  upon 
a  satisfactory  financial  basis ;  one  is  by  increasing  the  per 
capita  weekly  allowance  from  $2.80  to  such  an  amount  as  is 
necessary  for  the  purpose  ;  and  the  other  is  for  the  Legislature 
to  make  annual  appropriations  sufficient  to  meet  the  excess  of 
expenditures  over  our  income.  The  trustees  propose  to  pre- 
sent this  matter  before  the  proper  committees  of  the  next 
Legislature,  and  request  that  either  $15,000  of  the  present 
appropriation  be  reappropriated,  or  that  the  per  capita  allow- 
ance be  increased. 

An  appropriation  of  $15,000  was  made  by  the  Legislature 
last  year  for  the  construction  and  equipment  with  necessary 
machinery  of  a  building  to  be  used  for  mechanical  purposes. 
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Proposals  were  advertised  for  this  building,  and  the  contract 
for  construction  was  awarded  to  P.  H.  Jackson,  the  lowest 
bidder,  for  the  sum  of  $10,808.  The  work  is  well  under  way, 
and  the  building  will  be  completed  next  month. 

The  water  pipe  from  Farm  Pond  was  connected  with  the 
asylum  stand-pipe  last  December,  and  we  now  have  an  un- 
limited supply  of  pure  water. 

As  much  work  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  tearing  down 
some  of  the  old  buildings  on  the  premises,  planting  trees  and 
shrubbery,  grading  and  clearing  up  the  grounds  as  our  means 
would  allow. 

A  farm  house,  located  near  our  large  farm  barns,  of  sufficient 
size  to  accommodate  the  farmer  and  fifteen  or  twenty  patients, 
is  urgently  needed.  We  shall  ask  for  an  appropriation  of 
$20,000  for  this  building. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  changes  in  the  medical  staff 
during  the  year,  which  are  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the 
superintendent.  Dr.  French  and  his  assistants  have  been  un- 
remitting in  their  labor  for  the  comfort  of  the  patients  under 
their  immediate  charge.  Their  duties  are  always  difficult  and 
often  unappreciated.  The  steward  has  exercised  a  watchful 
and  vigorous  economy  in  the  purchase  of  supplies,  and  the 
other  officers  and  employees,  as  a  rule,  have  merited  and 
receive  our  commendation.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Sept.  30, 1898. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum. 

In  accordance  with  your  regulations,  I  submit  my  third 
annual  report  of  the  management  of  this  institution  for  the 
past  twelve  months. 

By  reference  to  the  statistical  tables  accompanying  this  re- 
port, you  will  see  that  this  year  we  have  had  145  patients  ad- 
mitted by  transfer  from  the  other  State  insane  hospitals  and  from 
the  Boston  Insane  Hospital.  The  character  of  the  transfers,  as 
a  whole,  has  not  changed  materially  from  those  of  the  preced- 
ing year.  In  this  institution  there  is  still  a  preponderance  of 
destructive,  violent,  filthy  and  old  and  feeble  patients.  In  the 
hospital  buildings,  to  which  sick  patients  are  moved  in  the  am- 
bulance from  the  other  buildings,  there  are  between  80  and  90 
bed  cases.  Most  of  these  are  cases  of  exhaustion  due  to  old 
age  or  the  consequent  failure  of  the  vital  powers  in  terminal 
dementia.  There  are  also  occasions  for  numerous  surgical 
operations  for  the  removal  of  tumors,  fractures,  fistulae,  drain- 
age of  pus  cavities,  and  a  long  train  of  minor  surgical  injuries 
requiring  dressings.  Forty  operations  for  radical  results  have 
been  performed  by  the  medical  staff  during  the  year. 

In  spite  of  the  opening  of  the  new  epileptic  hospital,  we  still 
have  about  100  epileptics.  This  class  of  patients  is  often  in- 
jured in  the  seizure,  by  falling  and  fracturing  bones  and  getting 
cuts,  and  furnishes  a  relatively  larger  proportion  of  accidental 
injuries  than  any  other. 

In  July  one  of  the  buildings  designed  for  and  occupied  by 
men  was  vacated  in  order  to  provide  more  room  for  female 
patients.  The  larger  number  of  women  in  the  State  insane 
hospitals  gave  us  in  the  transfers  more  women  than  men.  At 
present  there  are  150  more  women  than  men  at  this  institution. 

The  death  rate,  reckoned  upon  the  average  daily  population, 
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is  8.52  per  cent.,  which  I  regard  as  satisfactory,  considering 
the  class  of  patieDts  treated.  The  common  causes  of  death 
on  our  mortality  table  are  :  exhaustion  from  organic  brain  dis- 
eases, 30;  paresis,  20;  tuberculosis,  8.  Some  cases  of  cere- 
bral hemorrhage  have  been  classed  as  apoplexy,  where  the 
symptoms  were  unmistakable  or  an  autopsy  made  the  diagnosis 
certain ;  in  other  cases,  not  so  certain,  they  have  been  included 
in  the  number  of  cases  credited  to  organic  brain  disease.  An 
examination  of  many  patients  here  shows  a  large  number  of 
organic  and  functional  heart  diseases  existing  among  the 
chronic  insane,  irrespective  of  any  particular  mental  or  brain 
disease.  Six  deaths  were  due  to  this  cause.  An  analysis  of 
the  urine  in  the  male  patients  has  been  made,  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  cases  of  albuminuria  have  been  found.  This  condition 
is  probably  one  of  long  standing,  and  generally  indicates  no 
serious  trouble,  but  rather  the  defect  of  senility  and  congenital 
imbecility. 

The  usual  policy  of  employing  all  the  patients  that  are  able 
and  willing  to  work  has  been  pursued.  About  forty  per  cent, 
have  been  employed  on  the  farm,  the  grounds  and  in  the  vari- 
ous departments.  Most  of  this  labor  is  not  very  productive, 
and  many  of  those  counted  work  but  a  few  hours  daily. 

The  financial  showing  of  the  year  is  better  than  for  the  two 
previous  years,  as  would  naturally  be  expected  from  the  larger 
number  of  patients  boarded  this  year.  The  total  expenditure 
of  the  year,  divided  by  the  average  daily  number  of  patients, 
gives  a  weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $2.99.  If  we  make  the  same 
reckoning  without  the  extraordinary  expenses  of  the  year 
($4,062.76),  the  weekly  per  capita  cost  is  $2.91.  It  is  obvious 
from  this  that  we  are  still  unable  to  support  this  class  of 
patients  at  the  discriminating  rate  of  $2.80  per  week,  as  fixed 
by  law. 

In  an  institution  of  this  size  permanent  alterations  and  im- 
provements are  always  necessary,  and  are  an  indication  of 
continued  usefulness  and  progress.  The  last  year  has  been 
more  productive  in  such  changes  than  any  previous  year. 
Among  the  more  important  results  is  the  introduction  of  a 
new  and  adequate  supply  of  water.  This  is  piped  from  Farm 
Pond,  one  of  the  "  great  ponds"  of  the  State,  situated  in  the 
town  of  Sherborn,  a  little  less  than  two  miles  from  the  asylum. 
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The  pond  has  an  area  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- seven  acres, 
with  a  shore  of  gravel  and  sand  entirely  surrounding  it,  with 
the  exception  of  a  small  cove.  This  cove  has  a  muddy  bottom, 
and,  to  prevent  its  water  from  entering  the  main  pond  and 
mingling  its  impurities  with  it,  a  dam  of  rock  and  gravel  has 
been  built  across  it.  The  result  is  that  we  have  an  abundant 
supply  of  exceptional  purity.  The  basement  of  the  kitchen 
and  its  connections  has  been  concreted,  and  the  steam  mains 
which  enter  here  enclosed  in  a  brick  trench.  Tar  concrete  has 
been  laid  to  the  amount  of  four  hundred  square  yards  at  the 
meat  room  door.  A  morgue  and  post-mortem  room  has  been 
finished,  and  supplied  with  an  ice  box  of  four  compartments,  in 
the  chapel  basement.  This  is  a  necessity,  as  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  provide  that  unclaimed  bodies  must  be  kept 
three  days  before  burial.  Four  porches  have  been  built  over 
outside  doors,  to  prevent  water  being  forced  into  the  buildings  in 
storms.  Additional  hose  and  cart,  and  an  automatic  sprinkler, 
have  been  placed  in  the  laundry.  New  machinery  has  been 
added  to  the  laundry  to  increase  its  capacity,  and  repairs  made, 
due  to  a  fire  in  the  steam  dryer  on  December  2,  which  scorched 
nearly  all  the  belts.  Five  sheds  of  double  boarding  have  been 
built  for  a  piggery,  including  a  house  for  cooking  food.  The 
Bishop  house  has  been  extensively  repaired  and  painted  out- 
side and  in,  and  the  old  barn  torn  down  and  the  site  graded  up. 
Grading  and  tree  planting  have  been  carried  on  about  the 
grounds,  in  accordance  with  plans  furnished  by  a  landscape 
architect.  Over  five  hundred  trees  and  numerous  shrubs  were 
planted  in  the  fall  and  spring,  with  the  result  of  a  marked 
improvement  about  the  buildings.  Stone  work  and  fencing  and 
grading  have  also  been  done  upon  the  farm.  All  of  the  build- 
ings, except  the  stock  barn,  have  been  painted  outside.  This 
is  principally  the  finish,  the  iron  work  about  the  windows  and 
the  piazza  roofs.  This  item  of  expense  is  so  considerable  as  to 
entitle  it  to  separate  mention  among  ordinary  repairs. 

The  production  of  the  farm  was  hampered  this  year  by  the 
arrival  of  a  large  amount  of  coal  in  planting  time,  which  re- 
quired handling  by  the  farm  force.  In  consequence,  some  of 
the  farm  work  was  necessarily  postponed.  The  accompanying 
table  will  show  the  kind  and  value  of  its  products. 

The  heads  of  the  various  departments  remain  the  same  as 
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last  year,  with  the  exception  of  the  medical  staff,  which  has 
had  numerous  changes.  Dr.  Lawrence  F.  Patton  was  given  a 
leave  of  absence  in  October,  because  of  poor  health,  and  Dr. 
Herman  S.  Spear,  from  the  Criminal  Asylum,  Bridgewater, 
acted  as  his  substitute.  Dr.  Patton  resigned  in  April,  on  find- 
ing that  his  health  did  not  improve  as  fast  as  he  hoped.  Dr. 
Patton  was  a  faithful,  efficient  assistant,  whose  departure  and 
failing  health  were  much  regretted  by  all  who  knew  him. 
Dr.  Frederick  C.  Shultis,  formerly  of  the  Tewksbury  Alms- 
house, was  regularly  appointed  in  May,  Dr.  Spear's  term  of 
substitution  having  expired.  Dr.  Harriet  M.  Doane  resigned 
in  May,  to  take  the  practice  of  a  woman  physician  in  Syracuse, 
N.  Y. ;  she  was  succeeded  in  July  by  Dr.  Florence  H.  Abbot 
of  the  Woman's  Hospital,  Philadelphia.  In  August  last  Dr. 
Charles  A.  Drew  was  appointed  superintendent  of  the  Asylum 
for  Insane  Criminals  at  Bridgewater,  Mass.  He  left  September 
1  for  his  new  position.  Dr.  Drew  came  to  Medfield  before  its 
reception  of  patients,  and  has  been  of  the  greatest  service  to 
the  institution.  He  received  many  of  the  hard  knocks  and 
helped  to  unravel  many  of  the  perplexities  attending  the  open- 
ing of  a  new  and  large  institution.  Dr.  Edward  A.  Andrews 
has  been  promoted  to  fill  this  vacancy.  Dr.  Geo.  B.  Lock- 
wood  of  the  Hale  Hospital,  Haverhill,  was  appointed  to  fill 
the  place  made  by  these  last  two  changes. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
work  and  faithfulness  of  my  past  and  present  assistants.  A 
large  number  of  old  employees,  attendants  and  others  are  still 
doing  good  work  for  the  asylum,  and  such  service  meets  with 
my  appreciation. 

The  asylum  is  indebted  to  numerous  friends  for  donations  of 
papers,  magazines,  clothing  and  material  for  fancy  and  patch 
work.  The  Women  in  Council,  an  organization  in  Koxbury, 
presented  three  large  framed  pictures  to  the  woman's  hospital 
ward;  Col.  E.  V.  Mitchell  of  your  Board  gave  the  institution 
five  hundred  ladies'  hats,  trimmed  and  otherwise  ;  Mr.  Bracey 
Curtis  of  Medfield  gave  twenty  young  trees  for  the  grounds. 
All  of  these  gifts  have  been  of  value  to  the  asylum,  and  are 
gratefully  acknowledged  by  me. 

The  many  improvements  planned  by  your  Board  and  in 
process  of  realization  will  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
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asylum.  The  new  industrial  building,  to  contain  shops  for 
repairs  and  a  reading  room  for  the  employees,  is  now  being 
built.  For  the  past  nine  months  the  chapel  has  been  used  as  a 
reading  room  by  the  employees  when  off  duty.  This  has  met 
a  long-felt  want,  and  added  greatly  to  the  contentment  of  per- 
sons employed  here.  Our  isolation  requires  us  to  provide 
rational  entertainment,  which  is  not  a  necessity  in  institutions 
located  in  cities  and  large  towns.  There  is  still  need  of  a  place 
outside  of  the  ward  buildings  for  the  care  of  attendants  when 
sick.  Electric  arc  lamps  are  being  installed  about  the  grounds, 
and,  with  improvements  in  the  heating  apparatus,  will  soon  be 
ready  for  use. 

Thanking  you  for  your  interest  and  help  during  the  past 
year,  this  report  is  respectfully  submitted.

TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum  respectfully 
present  their  fourth  annual  report  of  the  asylum,  together 
with  that  of  the  superintendent  and  treasurer  and  the  usual 
statistical  tables. 

The  Legislature  of  1897  made  an  appropriation  of  $15,000 
for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  a  building  for  mechanical 
and  industrial  purposes.  This  building  has  been  completed 
within  the  appropriation,  and  has  already,  from  an  economical 
point  of  view,  shown  the  advantage  to  the  institution  of  a 
structure  devoted  to  such  uses.  Carpenter  work  and  repairs 
on  pipes  and  machinery,  which  had  to  be  done  outside,  can 
now  be  carried  on  here  by  the  regular  mechanics  of  the  asylum 
at  quite  a  saving  of  expense ;  and  large,  airy  rooms  are  sup- 
plied, where  mattress  working,  tailoring  and  boot  making 
furnish  employment  for  such  of  the  inmates  as  are  able  to 
engage  in  this  work. 

An  appropriation  of  $15,000  for  current  expenses  for  the 
present  year  has  not  at  this  date  been  drawn  upon.  It  will, 
however,  be  used  before  the  end  of  the  year.  As  stated  in 
our  previous  reports,  the  allowance  of  $2.80  per  week  for  the 
support  of  each  patient  is  not  sufficient  to  provide  proper  care 
for  the  class  of  patients  transferred  to  the  asylum.  To  meet 
the  deficiency  arising  from  this  excess  of  expenditure  over  our 
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income  the  trustees  have  been  obliged  to  ask  for  an  appropria- 
tion each  year  from  the  Legislature.  There  has  been  no  logical 
reason  why  the  amount  received  for  the  support  of  the  inmates 
should  not  be  the  same  as  is  received  by  the  other  State  institu- 
tions for  the  insane.  There  has  not  been  a  time  since  the 
asylum  was  opened  when  the  proportion  of  feeble,  sick,  untidy 
and  destructive  patients  has  not  been  much  greater  than  in  any 
other  similar  institution,  yet  we  are  compelled  to  attempt  to 
properly  care  for  them  for  45  cents  per  week  less  than  is 
allowed  other  institutions.  The  attempt  has  been  vigorously 
made  and  hitherto  proved  futile,  and  we  believe  will  be  futile. 
The  solution  of  this  problem  is  either  for  the  Legislature  to 
increase  the  per  capita  weekly  allowance  or  to  make  an  annual 
appropriation.  The  trustees  would  prefer  to  have  the  weekly 
charge  increased,  and  so  be  relieved  of  the  unpleasant  duty  of 
annually  appearing  before  the  proper  legislative  committees  to 
ask  for  an  appropriation. 

The  advance  in  price  of  all  supplies  during  the  last  year, 
with  no  prospect  of  decrease  in  the  service  given  to  the  in- 
mates, much  increased  the  amount  of  our  bills  over  our  receipts. 
After  carefully  considering  the  matter,  we  have  decided  to  ask 
for  a  special  appropriation  of  $20,000  for  current  expenses. 

An  appropriation  of  $20,000  was  made  by  the  last  Legislature 
for  the  erection  of  a  building  to  accommodate  the  farmer,  farm 
hands  and  twenty  patients.  Plans  were  drawn  and  bids  solic- 
ited for  the  erection  of  this  building.  Eight  bids  were  handed 
in,  all  of  them  exceeding  in  amount  the  appropriation,  and 
none  were  accepted.  The  advance  of  twenty  to  fifty  per  cent, 
in  all  building  material  during  the  last  year  renders  it  impossible 
to  construct  the  building  according  to  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions as  drawn,  and  the  trustees  will  defer  the  matter  for  future 
consideration. 

All  claims  for  damages  on  account  of  laying  water  pipe  from 
Farm  Pond  have  been  adjusted,  and  the  supply  of  water  con- 
tinues to  be  very  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  purity. 
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The  report  of  the  superintendent  gives  in  detail  the  more 
important  matters  relating  to  the  management  of  the  institution. 
There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  staff  of  officers  during  the 
year. 

Dr.  French  and  his  assistants  have  shown  a  faithful  devotion 
to  the  interests  of  the  asylum  and  the  patients  under  their 
charge,  and  the  condition  of  the  institution  as  a  whole  is  satis- 
factory to  the  trustees.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Medfield,  Mass.,  Sept.  30,  1899. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirement  of  the  law,  I  submit  my 
fourth  annual  report  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  remarkable  for  nothing  new  or 
even  out  of  the  ordinary  course  of  events  at  this  institution. 
By  reference  to  the  statistical  tables  you  will  see  that  we  have 
had  more  patients  in  the  asylum  than  during  any  previous  year, 
and  that  our  death  rate  has  been  lower  than  during  any  pre- 
vious twelve  months  in  the  asylum's  history.  This  improve- 
ment in  the  health  of  the  patients  is  due,  I  think,  largely  to 
the  good  sanitary  conditions  prevailing  and  to  the  large  amount 
of  sun  and  air  which  it  is  possible  to  have  in  an  institution 
built  upon  the  cottage  plan.  Our  water  and  food  supplies 
have  been  carefully  guarded,  and  we  can,  I  think,  attribute 
some  of  our  better  health  to  the  improvement  in  these  condi- 
tions. During  the  year,  we  have  received  a  fewer  number 
of  patients,  because,  the  quota  of  the  asylum  being  nearly 
completed,  there  was  less  reason  for  large  transfers  from  the 
State  hospitals,  and  this  no  doubt  has  been  a  contributory 
cause  to  the  lessened  death  rate.  The  percentage  of  deaths, 
reckoned  upon  our  average  daily  population,  is  a  trifle  over 
five  and  one-half  per  cent. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  asylum  has  improved,  and  there 
has  been  a  marked  diminution  of  excitement  and  violence  over 
previous  years.  This  can  be  explained  in  two  ways.  The 
patients  have  become  accustomed  to  their  new  surroundings, 
and  are  consequently  less  irritated.  This  is  a  well-known 
result  in  all  institutions  that  receive  large  transfers.  Secondly, 
the  patients  admitted  this  year  have  been  of  a  more  quiet  class 
and  in  a  better  condition  of  general  health. 
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The  total  expense  for  maintenance,  salaries  and  all  ordinary- 
expenses  has  been  $165,873.98.  This,  divided  by  our  daily 
average  number,  gives  $16().88t|-Q  as  the  annual  cost  per 
patient;  this,  divided  by  52,  gives  us  an  average  weekly  cost 
of  $3.09T3^87.  This  is  higher  than  last  year,  because  the  total 
expenses  for  salaries  and  wages  has  been  higher  and  because  of 
the  increased  cost  of  supplies.  Clothing  and  boots  and  shoes 
have  cost  more  than  in  any  previous  year.  This  is  due  largely 
to  the  fact  that  we  are  now  prohibited  from  buying  where  we 
can  buy  the  cheapest,  and  are  obliged  to  take  the  goods  made 
at  the  State  penal  institutions.  Before  this  law  was  passed  we 
were  able  to  buy  job  lots  of  clothing  below  the  clothing  market 
prices.  The  winter  was  unusually  severe,  requiring  a  larger 
consumption  of  coal.  A  severe  storm  November  26,  with  high 
wind,  did  considerable  damage,  blowing  down  the  chimney  on 
G  1  and  the  vane  from  the  chapel  tower,  as  well  as  causing 
much  damage  to  the  roofs. 

The  permanent  improvements  for  the  past  year  have  been 
more  than  for  any  previous  year.  The  sum  of  $18,636.32  has 
been  spent  in  permanent  additions.  Some  of  these  improve- 
ments had  been  needed  for  a  long  time,  and  the  limit  of  time 
and  safety  had  expired  before  they  were  purchased.  Among 
these  additions  has  been  a  duplicate  water  pump,  so  that,  in 
case  one  pump  should  give  out,  our  new  duplicate  will  be 
sufficient  to  supply  us  with  water.  We  have  also  added  two 
new  generators  and  an  engine  to  our  electrical  system,  as  be- 
fore this  addition  the  machinery  was  sufficient  only  to  do  our 
heaviest  work  during  the  cold  days  of  winter.  By  these  ad- 
ditions we  have  made  ourselves  independent  of  accidents  liable 
to  happen  to  this  machinery.  New  rooms  have  been  finished 
in  the  attics  of  the  four  C  buildings  for  the  night  attendants. 
These  have  been  needed  badly,  as  before  their  completion  the 
night  attendants  were  obliged  to  sleep  upon  the  wards,  in  the 
midst  of  noisy  patients.  Dish  washers  and  a  marble  floor  have 
been  added  to  the  general  dining  rooms,  lessening  the  breakage 
in  this  department  considerably.  Two  new  ovens  have  been 
added,  the  previous  one  being  barely  large  enough  to  do  our 
work,  and  at  last  giving  out.  A  duplicate  of  this  has  been 
built,  and  a  small  roasting  oven  placed  in  the  kitchen.  The 
basements  of  the  two  C's  and  of  the  farm  barn  have  been  con- 
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creted,  and  a  walk  of  concrete  built  upon  one  side  of  the 
chapel.  A  stone  crusher,  road  roller  and  elevator  run  by  a 
portable  engine  have  been  purchased,  preparatory  to  macadam- 
izing the  walks  and  roads  about  the  buildings.  The  two  B's 
upon  the  north  side  have  had  supplementary  radiators  and  storm 
windows,  and  considerable  pipe  covering  and  steam  fitting  has 
been  done  in  other  departments.  A  rustic  stone  entrance  to 
the  grounds  has  been  built,  and  is  a  great  addition  to  the  avenue. 
Considerable  grading  has  been  done  on  the  west  side  of  the 
square,  about  the  buildings  occupied  by  male  patients. 

The  appropriation  of  $15,000,  made  by  the  Legislature  of 
1897  for  an  industrial  building,  has  been  used  for  the  erection 
of  such  a  building  and  its  equipment  with  machinery.  The 
basement  is  to  be  used  for  the  storage  of  vegetables  which  need 
a  cool  cellar  and  which  have  too  strong  an  odor  to  be  placed 
under  buildings  occupied  for  residential  purposes.  The  first 
floor  contains  a  machine  shop,  fitted  up  with  a  machine  lathe 
and  with  an  electric  motor  for  running  the  machinery  in  the 
building ;  a  carpenter's  shop,  supplied  with  a  buzz  planer,  a 
bench  saw,  a  turning  lathe,  a  band  saw  and  a  grindstone  ;  and  a 
paint  shop.  The  second  floor  is  used  as  a  shop  for  the  manu- 
facture of  mattresses  and  clothing,  and  for  such  other  industries 
as  we  may  from  time  to  time  decide  upon.  A  considerable 
number  of  patients  have  been  employed  in  this  shop,  to  their 
own  advantage  and  that  of  the  institution. 

As  usual,  we  have  had  considerable  surgery  to  do,  and  the 
list  for  the  year  numbers  thirty-six  major  and  one  hundred  and 
twelve  minor  operations.  Autopsies  and  examinations  have 
been  made  as  frequently  as  possible. 

The  usual  work  of  clearing  land,  fencing  and  the  cultivation 
of  the  farm  has  been  continued. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  staff  during  the  past  year, 
and  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  acknowledge  their  faithful  and  de- 
voted service  to  the  institution.  I  wish  also  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  all  other  employees  who  have  given  their  best  efforts 
for  the  general  welfare  of  the  asylum. 

So  many  people  have  donated  magazines  and  papers  to  the 
institution,  for  the  use  of  the  patients  in  the  wards,  that  it 
would  be  difficult  to  name  them  all.  I  wish  to  thank  all  such 
donors.     The  "Women  in  Council"  have  again  remembered 
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us  with  a  large  framed  photograph  for  the  infirmary  ward  for 
women,  which  is  gratefully  acknowledged.  Mr.  B.  S.  Atwood 
gave  us  a  planing  machine  for  our  carpenter's  shop. 

I  still  think  that  the  attendants  and  employees  should  have 
some  place  removed  from  the  wards,  in  case  of  sickness,  where 
they  could  be  away  from  the  worry  and  the  noise  of  a  large 
number  of  patients.  I  hope  that  your  Board  will  see  its  way 
clear  to  make  some  provision,  either  partial  or  complete,  for 
this  purpose. 

Thanking  you  for  the  great  interest  and  efforts  you  have 
made  for  the  welfare  of  the  institution,  which  indirectly  is  of 
great  aid  to  me  in  my  efforts  to  second  your  management,  this 
report  is  respectfully  submitted.

TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum  respectfully 
submit  their  fifth  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  asylum, 
together  with  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  treasurer 
and  the  statistical  tables. 

The  general  condition  of  the  asylum  has  not  materially 
changed  during  the  past  year.  The  daily  routine  of  work  has 
been  accomplished ;  few  inmates  have  been  discharged,  while 
many  have  been  received,  until  at  the  present  time  the  number 
exceeds  1,2,00.  The  income  derived  from  these  patients  is  still 
insufficient  to  cover  the  current  expenses,  as  it  is  impossible 
now,  as  heretofore,  to  properly  care  for  the  inmates  at  the  rate 
of  $2.80  per  week.  We  ask,  therefore,  for  an  appropriation 
of  $20,000  to  help  defray  the  expenses  of  the  coming  year. 

The  grounds  about  the  asylum  are  gradually  getting  into 
shape.  The  trees  and  shrubs  which  have  been  set  out  have 
most  of  them  done  well,  and  the  buildings  are  more  attractive 
to  the  eye  on  account  of  the  vines  which  are  gradually  cover- 
ing them.  Many  years  must  elapse  before  we  can  accomplish 
all  that  is  desirable  in  the  way  of  beautiful  surroundings  ;  at 
present,  attention  must  be  directed  towards  the  necessities. 
The  sewer  beds  as  first  arranged  proved  inadequate  for  the 
sewage,  and  a  new  bed  is  now  being  prepared.  The  experiment 
of  trying  a  new  kind  of  cement  for  the  walks  has  proved  suc- 
cessful. The  basements  of  the  buildings  have  been  concreted, 
and  the  farm  lands  have  been  cleared.  New  plans  for  the 
farmer's  house  are  being  prepared,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
foundation  will  be  laid  this  year. 
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During  the  past  year  dressmaking  has  been  added  to  the 
industries  of  the  institution,  about  six  hundred  dresses  having 
been  made,  as  shown  in  the  tables.  Care  has  been  taken  to 
select  materials  for  the  dresses  which  are  of  cheerful  and  at- 
tractive appearance,  in  order  to  avoid  the  lugubrious  effect 
which  is  so  often  produced  by  the  dull  monotony  of  colors  in 
the  clothing  of  inmates  of  institutions. 

The  death-rate  this  year  has  been  very  low,  as  less  than  five 
per  cent,  of  the  patients  have  died. 

The  trustees  feel  that  there  is  urgent  need  of  a  nurses'  home. 
There  are  now  about  seventy  female  attendants,  who,  when 
their  day's  work  is  over,  have  no  attractive  place  where  they 
can  spend  the  evenings  and  enjoy  anything  like  the  comforts  of 
a  home.  It  is  unfair  to  demand  from  them  strength,  constant 
watchfulness,  patience  under  most  trying  circumstances,  un- 
varying kindness  towards  those  placed  in  their  charge,  and 
expect  them  to  give  all  these  simply  for  the  money  wages  they 
receive.  We  feel  they  should  have  a  place  where  they  can 
withdraw  from  the  associations  of  their  working  hours  and 
indulge  in  cheerful  companionship.  It  is  often  diflicult  to  keep 
the  best  assistants,  and,  as  the  superintendent  demands  the 
best,  there  must  be  frequent  changes  in  the  corps  of  nurses. 
We  cannot  expect  them  to  undergo  the  discomforts  of  living 
always  in  the  same  buildings  with  a  class  of  patients  which  is 
discouraging  from  the  very  nature  of  things.  We  shall  need  a 
special  appropriation  of  $50,000  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
and  furnishing  a  suitable  building  for  a  nurses'  home,  and  we 
respectfully  ask  that  this  sum  be  given  for  that  purpose. 

On  account  of  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  patients, 
we  have  been  obliged  to  buy  a  great  deal  of  milk ;  it  would  be 
more  economical  to  keep  a  greater  number  of  cows,  and  we  ask 
that  $6,000  be  appropriated  to  enable  us  to  complete  the  cow 
barn  as  originally  planned. 

Miss  Hazen,  who  had  been  matron  of  this  asylum  for  about 
two  years  and  a  half,  resigned  her  position  to  engage  in  work 
elsewhere.  The  place  has  been  satisfactorily  filled  by  Mrs. 
Averill,  a  woman  of  experience  and  ability. 

The  board  of  trustees  met  with  a  sad  loss  within  the  past 
year  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Wellington,  who  had  been  a  member 
of  the  board  for  two  and  a  half  years.     We  have  missed  her 
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gracious  presence  at  our  meetings,  and  we  remember  gratefully 
her  wise  suggestions,  her  quiet  and  untiring  devotion  to  her 
work,  her  thoughtfulness  i.n  bringing  all  the  alleviations  in  her 
power  to  the  sad  condition  of  the  patients,  and  all  the  fine 
qualities  of  character  which  belong  to  one  who  has  the  true 
spirit  of  philanthropy. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  staff  of  officers.  We  cor- 
dially thank  Dr.  French  and  his  assistants  for  their  faithful  and 
harmonious  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  inmates  of  the  asylum.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Medfield,  Mass.,  Sept.  30,  1900. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fifth  annual  report  of  the 
Medfield  Insane  Asylum  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1900. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  fewer  changes  in  popula- 
tion than  in  any  previous  year,  and  in  consequence  the  general 
condition  of  the  institution  has  been  better.  We  have  had 
fewer  cases  in  bed  than  during  the  previous  year,  although  we 
have  had  more  cases  under  treatment.  The  improvement  in 
health  is  quite  marked.  More  patients  have  been  employed, 
and  much  more  outside  work  has  been  accomplished  by  the  aid 
of  patients  than  ever  before.  Most  of  the  garden  products, 
peas,  beans  and  vegetables,  have  been  picked  and  prepared  by 
women  patients. 

The  last  year  opened  with  1,088  patients.  It  closed  with 
1,197,  a  gain  of  109  patients.  The  percentage  of  deaths, 
reckoned  upon  the  number  of  cases  under  treatment,  was  4 
and  a  slight  fraction.  This  is  better  than  last  year,  and  prob- 
ably is  as  low  a  percentage  of  deaths  as  we  shall  ever  attain. 

More  changes  in  the  support  of  patients  have  taken  place 
during  the  past  year  than  in  previous  years,  because  of  changes 
in  the  settlement  laws  and  of  fewer  large  transfers.  A  large 
proportion  of  our  patients  are  now  chargeable  to  the  city  of 
Boston,  this  institution  being  more  convenient  for  the  reception 
of  Boston  patients  than  the  State  hospitals  situated  at  a  greater 
distance  from  the  city  of  Boston.  At  present  we  have  445 
patients  chargeable  to  the  city  of  Boston  out  of  a  total  of  1,197. 
There  is  also  an  improvement  in  the  per  capita  cost  of  patients, 
in  part  due  to  the  successful  working  of  new  industrial  depart- 
ments which  have  been  in  operation  only  during  the  past  year. 
A  reference  to  the  tables,  showing  amount  of  clothing  made  by 
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patients,  in  the  back  of  the  report,  will  give  in  detail  what  we 
have  accomplished  in  this  direction.  We  propose  from  time  to 
time  to  enlarge  the  number  of  these  departments.  This  is  not 
only  desirable  from  the  economic  view,  but  it  also  improves 
the  condition  of  the  patients  and  makes  them  more  happy  and 
contented.  We  are  also  able  to  produce  a  better  class  of  goods 
than  is  furnished  by  the  prisons,  which  are  still  high  in  price 
and  poor  in  quality. 

The  permanent  improvements  of  the  year  have  been  consid- 
erable, and  are  a  decided  gain  to  the  asylum.  Rocks  have 
been  blasted,  and  considerable  grading  done  upon  the  farm  to 
improve  its  productiveness.  Considerable  stone  work  has  been 
done,  one  stone  bridge  being  built  across  the  highway.  Some 
macadamizing  of  the  avenue  was  done  in  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  Two  valve  pits  at  the  sewer  house  have  been  excavated 
and  bricked  up,  so  that  it  is  possible  to  get  at  all  of  the  outlets 
of  the  pipes  to  the  sewer  beds.  The  old  sewer  beds,  which 
were  of  the  Waring  type,  have  gradually  become  filled  up  and 
require  very  radical  treatment  for  repairing,  or  else  they  should 
be  abandoned  entirely.  We  have,  in  consequence  of  this  state 
of  affairs,  begun  to  build  a  new  system  for  sewage  disposal. 
The  work  is  being  done  by  patients'  labor,  and  the  most  ex- 
cited and  disturbed  men,  under  suitable  attendants,  have  been 
used  in  ditching  and  in  grading  beds  for  the  surface  distribu- 
tion of  sewage.  These  new  beds  are  located  east  of  the  stock 
barn,  under  sanction  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  at  a 
suitable  distance  from  the  institution.  Buildings  D-2,  C-l, 
C-3  and  F-2  have  been  entirely  repainted  inside  during  the 
summer.  The  basements  of  the  four  C's  have  been  concreted ; 
also  the  basements  of  B-l,  D-l  and  D-4.  This  work  has  also 
been  done  largely  by  patients'  labor.  One  hundred  and  sixty 
shrubs  were  set  out  about  the  grounds  in  the  spring.  Water 
has  been  carried  to  the  stock  barn,  a  distance  of  about  two 
thousand  feet,  the  stock  barn  before  this  having  been  supplied 
from  a  spring  by  means  of  a  hot-air  engine.  A  small  building 
has  been  erected  for  the  storage  of  combustibles,  gasoline,  tur- 
pentine, lime,  etc.  This  is  situated  at  a  safe  distance  from  the 
other  buildings.  Eighteen  hundred  and  ninety  square  yards  of 
granolithic  sidewalk  have  been  completed,  running  in  front 
of  the   buildings  upon  the    west  side.     This    was   completed 
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also  by  patients.  The  heating  apparatus  in  the  two  F  build- 
ings has  been  considerably  augmented,  by  our  own  mechanics. 

The  staff  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  and  1  wish  to  express 
my  gratitude  for  the  faithfulness  and  loyalty  of  my  assistants. 
There  have  been  more  changes  among  the  employees  in  the 
wards  during  this  year  than  ever  before,  but  I  still  have  quite  a 
number  of  faithful  employees  who  have  been  here  three  years 
or  more.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  me  to  express  my  thanks  for  the 
faithful  work  given  by  these  people.  Most  of  the  heads  of  the 
different  departments  are  still  with  me,  the  only  change  being 
in  the  office  of  matron.  Miss  Bessie  Hazen  resigned  last  Jan- 
uary. Her  place  was  taken  by  Mrs.  Lizzie  O.  Averill.  She 
has  had  considerable  experience  in  several  institutions  and  is  a 
valuable  acquisition. 

The  public  have  been,  as  usual,  very  generous,  and  have  do- 
nated papers  and  magazines  in  large  numbers. 

The  special  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  a  farm  building 
has  only  been  partly  used.  The  increase  in  the  cost  of  build- 
ing material  rendered  it  inadvisable  to  complete  the  building  in 
accordance  with  the  first  plan  adopted.  Since  then  another 
plan  has  been  under  consideration,  with  prospect  of  a  begin- 
ning being  made  upon  it  this  fall. 

In  the  original  plan  of  the  Medfield  Asylum  provision  was 
made  for  a  building  for  a  nurses'  home.  Its  real  use  was  to 
furnish  a  place  for  retirement  after  the  work  was  done  in  the 
wards,  where  the  nurses  and  attendants  employed  would  be 
certain  of  a  night's  repose  without  being  disturbed  by  the  noises 
and  cries  of  excited  patients.  For  some  reason  this  was  dis- 
pensed with.  No  stronger  need  has  ever  been  presented  to 
my  mind  during  my  connection  with  this  institution  than  that 
for  a  building  of  this  sort.  Many  of  the  institutions  for  the 
insane  are  now  building  such  homes,  and  I  know  of  none 
where  the  circumstances  and  surroundings  so  necessarily  call 
for  such  provision  than  at  the  Medfield  Asylum.  Attend- 
ants, after  being  on  duty  fourteen  or  fifteen  hours,  oftentimes 
are  disturbed  during  the  night,  especially  during  the  hot 
months,  by  the  noise  of  patients,  and  it  is  inhuman  and  un- 
reasonable to  require  them  after  a  hard  day's  work  to  remain 
in  such  surroundings  without  needed  rest  and  change.  In  case 
of  sickness  their  surroundings  are  deplorable,  for  at  present 
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they  must  remain  in  the  midst  of  patients  who  are  more  or  less 
disturbed  and  noisy.  A  building  suitable  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  between  60  and  70  women  nurses  is  imperatively  needed. 
It  would  also  increase  the  capacity  of  the  institution  for  patients, 
by  vacating  at  least  40  rooms  now  occupied  by  nurses.  I  can- 
not urge  this  measure  too  strongly  for  your  approval.  It  would 
be  a  distinct  gain  in  the  improvement  of  the  service,  for  attend- 
ants would  be  less  irritable,  more  contented  and  remain  longer 
in  the  service  of  the  institution. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  your  board  for  your  kindness  and 
your  hearty  co-operation  and  assistance  in  the  management  of 
this  asylum.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum  respectfully 
present  their  sixth  annual  report  of  the  management  of  its 
affairs,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  superintendent,  and 
treasurer  and  the  statistical  tables. 

Under  the  original  act  establishing  this  asylum  provision  was 
made  for  the  accommodation  of  1,000  patients.  That  number 
has  been  exceeded  by  nearly  one-third,  and  from  month  to 
month  is  being  steadily  increased.  While  thus  far  we  have 
been  able  to  care  for  this  larger  number  of  patients,  we  are  now 
sorely  pressed  in  some  of  the  fundamentals  of  clean  and  whole- 
some living,  which  necessitates  our  asking  special  appropria- 
tions for  meeting  our  embarrassed  conditions. 

The  law  restricts  us  to  a  per  capita  rate  of  $2.80  per  week 
for  the  care  of  patients.  The  experience  of  each  past  year 
shows  this  sum  to  be  insufficient  to  meet  current  expenses. 
We  therefore  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $20,000,  to  be  applied 
towards  meeting  the  current  expenses  during  the  coming  year. 

The  constant  increase  in  numbers,  combined  with  the  large 
proportion  of  filthy  patients,  brings  an  increase  of  work  to  our 
laundry  which  it  is  hopelessly  inadequate  to  properly  execute. 
Our  needs  in  this  department  are  immediate  and  pressing.  As 
our  superintendent  suggests,  we  need  more  space,  more  wash- 
ers, more  extractors  and  more  dryers,  for  the  congested  condi- 
tions of  the  laundry  occasion  imperfect  results  which  are  felt 
throughout  the  household.  We  ask  for  an  appropriation  of 
$8,000  to  meet  this  most  urgent  and  pressing  need. 

Our  milk  supply  is  insufficient,  and  we  are  at  present  buying 
about  $1,800  worth  of  milk  yearly  to  meet  the  need.  We 
wish  to  enlarge  our  cow  barn  and  also  to  build  a  silo.  For  this 
purpose  we  ask  an  appropriation  of  $8,000. 
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The  daily  three-fold  passing  to  and  from  the  congregate  eat- 
ing: halls  in  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  weather  makes  it  incum- 
bent  upon  us  to  keep  our  walks  in  the  best  possible  condition. 
There  yet  remain  long  stretches  of  walk  to  be  constructed. 
The  area  of  the  sewer  beds  must  be  enlarged.  Upon  this  work 
and  the  cementing  of  walks  the  labor  o±  patients  is  employed. 
We  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $1,300  to  cover  the  expense  of 
carrying  on  this  work  to  completion. 

Every  one  agrees  that  institutional  buildings  should  be  lighted 
by  electricity,  and  to  accomplish  this  desirable  end  an  under- 
ground cable  must  be  run  to  the  new  farm  house,  the  stock 
barn  and  the  nurses'  home.  We  ask  an  appropriation  of  $2,000 
for  this  purpose. 

The  number  of  women  in  the  asylum  exceeds  the  number  of 
men  by  nearly  200.  Many  of  them  are  violent,  untidy  and 
very  troublesome  patients.  The  building  F  for  excited  pa- 
tients on  the  women's  side  is  crowded  beyond  its  capacity,  so 
that  many  disturbed  patients  are  now  obliged  to  be  placed  in 
other  wards,  where  they  cause  constant  trouble.  We  greatly 
need  a  second  building  devoted  to  the  care  of  excited  women 
patients.     For  this  purpose  we  ask  an  appropriation  of  $80,000. 

The  work  of  the  asylum  during  the  year  has  been  carried  on 
successfully.  For  the  interesting  details  we  refer  you  to  the 
comprehensive  report  of  the  superintendent,  adding  only  that 
the  plans  for  the  nurses'  home  have  been  endorsed  by  the  State 
Board  of  Insanity  and  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  contractors. 

Our  excellent  staff  of  officers  remains  unchanged.  Under 
their  efficient  care  the  work  of  the  institution  has  been  admira- 
bly conducted.  We  take  pleasure  in  recording  our  apprecia- 
tion of  their  faithful  service.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Medfield,  Mass.,  Sept.  30,  1901. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum. 

In  accordance  with  law  and  custom,  I  hereby  present  my 
sixth  annual  report  for  the  asylum  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1901. 

An  examination  of  the  statistical  tables  accompanying  this 
report  for  the  past  year  shows  the  steady  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  patients  that  has  characterized  the  preceding  years  of 
this  institution  since  it  was  established  in  1896.  The  increase 
in  the  average  daily  number  for  this  year  under  consideration 
has  been  about  96.  The  total  number  of  patients  for  the  year 
gives  a  daily  average  of  1,234.04  patients.  It  is  probable, 
with  the  increase  of  patients  throughout  the  State  and  the  pres- 
ent overcrowded  condition  of  the  other  State  institutions  for 
the  insane,  that  we  shall  continue  to  increase  proportionately 
with  the  others.  For  this  reason,  any  improvements  or  addi- 
tions to  our  institution  must  hold  this  probability  in  view.  The 
percentage  of  deaths,  while  not  quite  as  good  as  that  of  last 
year,  is  still  satisfactory,  and  indicates  that  fairly  good  sanitary 
conditions  prevail.  No  serious  epidemic  has  occurred,  or  the 
rate  of  5.22  per  cent,  of  deaths  could  not  have  been  attained, 
especially  as  we  have  had  under  treatment  about  200  sick  and 
feeble  patients  in  our  hospitals  and  infirmaries  every  day. 

The  farm  house,  in  process  of  construction  when  the  pre- 
vious annual  report  was  submitted,  has  been  completed,  and  by 
the  time  this  report  is  published  will  be  occupied.  It  provides 
for  30  patients  in  two  dormitories  in  one-story  buildings,  con- 
necting with  a  centre  building  providing  for  14  farm  employees 
and  the  farm  superintendent  and  his  family.  The  kitchen,  din- 
ing room  and  smoking  room  for  patients,  together  with  rain 
bath,  clothing  room  and  toilet  facilities,  are  situated  in  the 
basement.  The  building  is  heated  with  low-pressure  steam 
and  lighted  by  electricity.     When  occupied  it  will  save  consid- 
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erable  time  to  the  farm  hands  and  patients,  because  it  brings 
them  nearer  to  their  work.  It  also  relieves  the  pressure  for 
rooms  in  the  employees'  dormitories,  which  have  been  occupied 
by  farm  hands,  as  well  as  several  rooms  in  the  ward  buildings. 
During  the  past  year  the  following  improvements  about  the 
buildings  and  grounds  have  been  completed.  Basements  of 
four  ward  buildings  have  been  concreted.  Considerable  grad- 
ing has  been  done  between  the  buildings  on  the  east  side,  and 
a  road  has  been  built  back  of  them  about  one-half  mile  in  ex- 
tent on  the  north  and  east  sides.  Eighty-five  iron  screens  have 
been  placed  upon  the  basement  windows  of  F-2.  One  hundred 
and  twenty-five  apple  trees,  twelve  elms  and  eight  maples, 
eight  hundred  raspberry  and  blackberry  canes  and  twenty-five 
shrubs  have  been  set  out.  During  the  winter  the  hot-air  ducts 
in  the  basements  of  the  buildings  connecting  the  rooms  with 
the  hot-air  chamber  have  been  covered  with  Cabot  sheathing 
quilt.  This  covering  is  cheap  material,  but  it  has  been  found 
quite  effective  in  preventing  radiation  of  heat  from  these  ducts, 
consequently  saving  considerable  heat.  A  tunnel  of  masonry 
six  feet  wide  and  seven  feet  high  has  been  built  between  the 
power  house  and  the  kitchen  ;  all  the  steam  mains  and  hot- 
water  pipes  go  through  this,  and  then  branch  under  the  kitchen 
to  supply  the  various  buildings  of  the  institution.  Heretofore 
when  a  leak  has  occurred  it  has  required  taking  up  the  street ; 
this  improvement  makes  this  no  longer  necessary.  The  boil- 
ers have  been  reset  and  new  valves  used.  At  the  same  time 
two  new  windows  were  broken  through  the  wall  of  the  power 
house,  to  give  more  light  at  the  rear  of  the  boilers.  The  iron 
water  tower  has  been  scraped  inside,  and  two  coats  of  paint 
given  it  outside  and  in ;  new  stay  bolts  have  also  been  put  in, 
and  this  is  now  in  thorough  repair.  At  the  pumping  station 
the  boiler  has  been  retubed,  and  a  Penberthy  injector  put  in  to 
see  if  the  water  from  the  big  spring  upon  the  hill  would  cause 
less  pitting  of  the  tubes  than  the  present  water  supply.  An 
electric  watch  clock  has  been  installed.  Twelve  hundred  feet 
in  length  of  new  cement  walk  six  feet  wide,  laid  upon  a  founda- 
tion of  small  stones  four  feet  thick,  has  been  completed  on  the 
east  side  ;  considerable  grading  has  been  done  in  connection 
with  this.  Work  on  the  sewer  bed  has  been  continued  during 
the  summer ;  it  has  been  subject  to  many  interruptions,  and, 
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while  little  progress  has  been  made,  yet  it  has  been  of  great 
benefit  to  the  patients.  Many  of  the  patients  employed  upon 
this  have  been  of  the  disturbed  class,  and  the  improvement 
mentally  and  physically  is  very  noticeable. 

A  modern  institution  is  never  completed,  and  is  constantly 
requiring  additions  in  order  to  keep  to  the  full  limit  of  its  use- 
fulness. Our  greatest  need  at  present  is  an  enlargement  of  the 
laundry.  The  laundry  was  built  to  do  the  washing  for  1,000 
patients.  We  have  long  outgrown  this,  and  now  we  are  seri- 
ously embarrassed.  We  cannot  get  our  clothing  washed  in 
season  for  use,  and  it  is  impossible  to  get  the  washing  of  one 
week  done  before  it  laps  over  into  the  next  week,  if  we  have  a 
succession  of  stormy  days  so  that  we  cannot  dry  clothing  out 
of  doors,  as  the  drying  facilities  are  inadequate.  We  need 
more  space,  more  dryers,  more  washers  and  extractors.  The 
dryers  should  be  of  metal.  It  is  a  mistake  to  use  wooden  dry- 
ers in  an  institution  laundry.  Nearly  all  the  fires  arising  at  in- 
stitutions have  their  origin  in  these  wooden  dryers,  and  under 
no  consideration  should  wooden  dryers  be  used.  I  recommend 
that  you  ask  for  an  appropriation  for  these  alterations  and  ad- 
ditions to  the  amount  of  $8,000. 

Considerable  masonry  and  extension  of  pipe  will  have  to  be 
done  next  year  on  our  sewer  beds,  as  the  filtration  area  will  be 
increased.  I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $500  for  this 
work. 

I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $2,000  to  run  an  under- 
ground cable  from  the  power  house  to  the  nurses'  home,  and 
thence  through  the  grounds  to  the  new  farm  house  and  stock 
barn.  It  is  obvious  that  these  buildings  should  be  lighted  by 
electricity,  as  it  is  the  safest  and  most  economical  way  of 
lighting. 

I  also  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $800  for  cement  for 
building  more  walks,  this  to  be  done  next  summer  with  patients' 
labor. 

We  have  now  reached  such  a  number  of  patients,  and  we 
have  so  many  of  a  feeble,  infirm  condition,  requiring  milk,  that 
our  barn  is  too  small  for  us  to  keep  enough  cows  for  furnishing 
it.  At  present  we  are  buying  about  $1,800  worth  of  milk 
yearly,  in  addition  to  what  we  produce.  By  an  increase  of 
barn  room  we  could  keep  fifty  more  cows,  and  also  build  a 
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silo,  as  ensilage  is  the  most  economical  food  for  milch  cows. 
I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $8,000  for  this  purpose. 

I  suggest  to  you  that  you  consider  the  feasibility  of  erecting 
another  ward  building  between  C-4  and  D-4.  My  idea  of  this 
building  would  be  one  of  the  same  style  as  the  E's  or  L's,  to  be 
planned  and  built  for  the  care  of  disturbed  female  patients,  and 
to  have  dining  room  facilities  enough  in  the  building  to  care  for 
all  the  patients  in  it,  as  at  present  our  general  dining  room  is 
overcrowded.  If  in  the  future  we  should  have  more  dining: 
room,  this  ward  dining  room  could  be  used  for  a  dormitory. 

Many  friends  of  the  patients  and  of  the  asylum  have  donated 
papers  and  books  during  the  past  year.  On  behalf  of  the  pa- 
tients I  wish  to  publicly  express  my  thanks  for  their  interest. 
The  Women  in  Council,  a  benevolent  organization  of  ladies  in 
Roxbury,  have  presented  a  large  framed  photograph  in  memory 
of  Mrs.  Wellington.     This  has  been  hung  in  the  hospital  C-2. 

The  staff  remains  unbroken,  and  I  am  grateful  for  their  loy- 
alty and  faithfulness  to  the  interests  of  the  institution.  To 
your  Board  I  extend  my  thanks  for  your  kindness  and  unfail- 
ing interest  and  advice  in  my  management  of  the  asylum.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  respectfully  submit  the  seventh  annual  report 
of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum,  with  which  is  incorporated  the 
report  of  the  treasurer  and  superintendent. 

The  institution,  originally  planned  to  furnish  accommodation 
for  1,000  patients,  has  during  the  last  year  maintained  over 
1,300.  The  Legislature  appropriated  last  June  $80,000  for 
the  erection  of  a  building  for  women  of  the  excited  and  turbu- 
lent class.  Plans  for  this  building  have  been  drawn  and  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Board  of  Insanity,  and  work  will  be 
commenced  upon  it  as  soon  as  satisfactory  bids  for  its  con- 
struction are  received. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  State  Board  of  Insanity 
that  the  trustees  would  consider  and  submit  some  comprehen- 
sive plan  for  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  institution,  the 
Board  requested  and  received  from  the  Legislature  an  appro- 
priation of  $2,000  to  purchase  about  40  acres  of  land  adjoining 
the  present  grounds.  A  part  of  this  tract,  including  8  or  10 
acres,  has  been  surveyed,  levels  taken  and  contour  lines  drawn. 
Upon  this  land  and  that  already  owned  by  the  State  a  series  of 
buildings  can  be  erected  to  accommodate  600  patients,  bringing 
the  capacity  of  the  institution  up  to  about  2,000.  These  ad- 
ditions will  require  changing  the  location  of  the  power  house 
and  the  extension  of  our  spur  track,  whereby  coal  can  be  un- 
loaded directly  from  the  cars  into  the  coal  bunkers,  and  supplies 
delivered  to  the  storerooms  at  a  saving  of  thousands  of  dollars 
over  the  present  way  of  teaming.  The  trustees  do  not  propose 
or  advise  that  all  the  changes  and  additions  be  made  at  once, 
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but  that  they  be  extended  over  a  series  of  years.  The  change 
of  location  of  the  power  house  will  be  the  first  step  to  be  taken 
in  adopting  this  plan,  as  it  is  now  run  to  the  limit  of  its 
capacity.  They  therefore  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $90,000 
for  building  a  power  house,  with  necessary  changes  in  piping 
and  extending  the  spur  track. 

The  building  designed  for  a  nurses'  residence  for  females  is 
nearly  ready  for  occupancy.  A  similar  building  for  male  at- 
tendants should  be  constructed,  and  we  ask  for  $50,000  for 
this  purpose. 

The  present  method  of  caring  for  those  patients  suffering 
from  consumption  is  unsatisfactory.  They  should  be  isolated 
by  being  placed  in  a  building  especially  constructed  to  receive 
the  maximum  of  sunlight  and  fresh  air.  While  perhaps  no 
recoveries  would  result  from  this  change  in  treatment,  the 
patients  suffering  from  this  lingering  and  painful  disease  would 
undoubtedly  be  made  much  more  comfortable,  and  the  general 
wards  relieved  of  a  class  of  undesirable  patients.  A  request  is 
made  for  an  appropriation  of  $9,500  for  the  erection  of  a  frame 
building  of  special  construction  for  the  use  of  patients  suffering 
from  phthisis,  and  for  tents  where  these  patients  can  be  treated 
during  the  milder  months. 

For  improving  the  grounds  about  the  buildings,  $1,000  is 
asked.  To  defray  the  cost  of  the  support  of  patients  above 
our  current  income,  an  appropriation  of  $20,000  is  asked. 

The  work  done  and  the  changes  made  during  the  year  are 
given  in  detail  in  the  superintendent's  report,  and  need  not  be 
repeated  here. 

The  Board  appreciates  the  great  responsibility  which  rests 
upon  those  having  the  immediate  charge  of  the  various  depart- 
ments of  this  institution,  and  believes  they  have  been  and  are 
conducted  in  a  humane  and  economical  manner,  and  that  the 
asylum  deserves  and  should  receive  the  generous  confidence  of 

the  public.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


Medfield,  Mass.,  Sept.  30,  1902. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Medfield,  Insane  Asylum. 

I  herewith  present  the  seventh  annual  report  of  the  Medfield 
Insane  Asylum. 

An  examination  of  the  statistical  tables  shows  the  death  rate 
for  the  past  year  to  be  4%  per  cent. ,  reckoned  upon  the  whole 
number  of  cases  under  treatment.  This  is  satisfactory,  when 
we  consider  that  there  have  been  more  bed  cases  than  ever  in 
the  history  of  the  asylum,  at  times  there  being  over  90.  More 
than  the  usual  number  of  old  people  have  died  during  the  past 
year.  Malaria  has  been  prevalent,  most  of  the  cases  being  in 
patients  recently  transferred  here  from  other  institutions.  I 
think  this  disease  has  been  communicated  to  patients  who  have 
been  here  longer  by  the  bites  of  mosquitoes,  and  that  the  un- 
usual number  of  cases  during  the  past  year  was  not  due  to 
environment. 

During  the  month  of  January  diphtheria  was  discovered  in 
the  administration  building.  Fortunately,  quarantine  could 
be  easily  maintained,  and  only  three  mild  cases  resulted.  The 
prevalence  of  small-pox  in  Boston  and  vicinity  rendered  it 
unsafe  for  visitors  from  there  to  come  to  the  asylum  to  visit 
their  friends  ;  consequently,  visiting  was  prohibited  for  three 
months,  except  in  cases  of  severe  illness.  Nearly  all  of  the 
visitors  to  the  patients  come  from  Boston  and  vicinity. 

The  extra  cost  of  provisions  and  coal  has  increased  the 
weekly  per  capita  cost  to  $2.98.  A  larger  amount  of  money 
will  need  to  be  asked  for,  for  use  in  the  next  year,  as  there 
seems  to  be  no  prospect  of  a  fall  in  the  price  of  provisions. 
All  of  the  appropriations  for  building  and  improvements  given 
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by  the  Legislature  of  1902  have  been  used  to  some  extent.  A 
new  silo  has  been  built  at  the  barn.  The  alterations  in  the 
laundry  are  now  under  way.  The  electric  cable  for  lighting 
the  farmhouse  and  stock  barns  is  now  being  laid.  New  grano- 
lithic walks  have  been  built  across  the  north  end  of  the  quad- 
rangle, and  from  buildings  B-l,  B-2  and  A  to  the  main  walk 
on  the  south  end  of  the  quadrangle,  and  between  F-l  and  the 
general  dining  room  and  about  the  chapel.  Work  on  the  sew- 
age beds  has  been  continued,  but,  as  usual,  not  much  progress 
is  made  in  one  season.  The  largest  one  has  been  in  use  for 
several  months.  The  farmhouse  was  occupied  last  fall,  and 
has  given  us  needed  room  in  the  dormitories  for  help  in  the 
domestic  departments.  The  nurses'  home  will  be  occupied  by 
the  time  this  report  is  presented  to  the  Legislature.  It  is  our 
most  attractive  building,  and  is  on  the  most  desirable  location 
upon  the  grounds.  All  of  the  outside  wood  work  and  iron 
work  of  the  institution  was  repainted  during  the  fall  of  1901 
by  contract.  The  interior  of  the  kitchen  and  power  house  and 
two  ward  buildings  have  been  repainted  by  our  own  men.  New 
telephone  cables  with  lead  covering  have  been  laid  throughout 
the  institution,  giving  us  a  better  service.  Improvements  have 
been  made  in  the  power  house,  with  a  view  to  economy  in  the 
use  of  steam. 

The  training  school  for  nurses  was  begun  in  October,  1902, 
with  Miss  Margaret  Schurman,  a  graduate  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire State  Hospital  Training  School  and  of  the  Polyclinic 
Hospital,  New  York;  in  charge  as  superintendent  of  nurses. 
A  small  class  began  the  two-years  course. 

I  would  suggest  to  your  Board  that  you  ask  the  Legislature 
for  $1,000  for  improvements  on  the  grounds  and  for  $20,000 
for  maintenance,  this  to  be  additional  to  our  income  provided 
for  by  law. 

A  piece  of  land  consisting  of  40  acres,  adjoining  the  asylum 
land  upon  the  west  side  near  the  stable,  has  been  acquired 
through  a  special  act  of  the  Legislature.  This  is  necessary  to 
further  improvement  in  the  way  of  growth  and  expansion,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the  spur  track  to  our  coal  pocket. 

During  the  month  of  February,  1902,  Dr.  Lockwood,  who 
has  been  an  assistant  physician  in  the  asylum  for  the  past  three 
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years,  resigned  because  of  ill  health.  His  place  was  filled  by 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  George  C.  Browne  from  the  State 
Farm,  Massachusetts. 

The  thanks  of  the  management  are  due  to  the  staff  and  to 
all  the  faithful  employees  of  the  institution  who  have  contributed 
their  work  and  interest  to  the  successful  carrying  on  of  the 
asylum  duties.  I  am  also  grateful  to  your  Board  for  the  inter- 
est, advice  and  support  you  have  given  me  during  the  past  year.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum  respectfully 
submit  their  eighth  annual  report,  together  with  the  reports  of 
the  superintendent  and  treasurer. 

Under  the  efficient  management  of  its  officers  many  im- 
provements have  been  made  during  the  past  year,  and  the  in- 
stitution has  been  conducted  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
Board. 

The  year  closes  with  1,434  patients,  — an  increase  of  more 
than  100  during  the  past  twelve  months.  In  the  present  over- 
crowded state  of  the  wards,  and  in  consequence  of  the  difficulty 
of  securing  suitable  attendants,  the  superintendent  has  at  times 
found  it  difficult  to  maintain  the  standard  which  he  desired, 
but  fortunately  the  work  has  been  carried  on  without  accident, 
and  the  patients  under  his  charge  have  been  given  suitable 
care  and  attention.  The  building  under  construction,  which 
is  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  December  1,  will  to  some  extent 
relieve  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  asylum ;  but  the 
State  Board  of  Insanity  have  notified  the  trustees  that  addi- 
tional room  for  patients  will  be  required  at  the  beginning  of 
another  year,  and  recommend  that  they  ask  for  an  appropria- 
tion for  a  building  to  accommodate  100  disturbed  patients.  In 
accordance  with  their  recommendation,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  said  building,  the  trustees  ask  for  an  appropriation  of 
$90,000.

In  addition  to  the  above,  they  ask  for  the  following  appro- 
priations :  — 

For  defraying  the  cost  of  the  support  of  the  patients  above 
the  amount  established  by  law,  $20,000  ;  for  improvement  of 
grounds,  $1,000;  for  painting  buildings  and  iron  work, 
$15,000;  for  extending  dining  room  and  adding  rooms  for 
female  employees,  $18,000;  for  removing  pumping  plant  to 
new  power  house  and  installing  new  electrical  machinery, 
$10,000.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Medfield,  Mass.,  Sept.  30,  1903. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum. 

I  herewith  present  the  eighth  annual  report  of  the  Medfield 
Insane  Asylum  for  the  j^ear  ending  Sept.  30,  1903. 

We  fortunately  have  had  no  epidemics  among  the  patients 
the  past  year.  The  death  rate  is  some  higher  than  in  the  two 
previous  years  ;  an  examination  of  the  table  showing  ages  at 
time  of  death  shows  that  a  larger  proportion  of  the  patients 
who  died  this  year  were  older  than  usual.  The  admissions 
during  the  past  year  were  more  than  we  usually  have,  but  the 
character  of  the  patients  received  was  better.  The  weekly 
per  capita  cost  is  higher,  due  largely  to  two  causes  :  more  has 
been  expended  for  help  during  the  summer,  and  coal  and  other 
necessities  have  been  hio-her.  Subtracting'  from  the  total  of 
expenditures  the  amounts  received  for  goods  sold,  under- 
takers' charges  and  school  books,  the  per  capita  cost  amounts 
to  $3  per  week. 

Improvements. 

During  the  year  many  minor  improvements  have  been  made 
by  our  own  mechanics  and  laborers.  Considerable  new  steam 
piping  has  been  installed,  for  the  purpose  of  utilizing  the  ex- 
haust steam  from  the  engines  and  for  sending  a  supply  of  live 
steam  under  high  pressure  directly  to  the  laundry.  Four 
boilers  have  been  retubed  and  a  new  water  supply  piped  into 
the  boilers.  Experience  has  shown  that  our  water  supply, 
while  very  pure  and  of  good  flavor,  is  not  suitable  for  our 
boiler  tubes.  The  water  from  a  large  spring  upon  the  grounds 
has  been  connected  by  a  one  and  one-half  inch  pipe  to  a  tank 
at  the  boiler  house,  from  which  the  boilers  are  supplied.  This 
water  has  been  used  for  two  years  in  the  boiler  at  the  pumping 
station  with  excellent  results. 
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Grading  has  been  carried  on  by  the  patients  about  the  new 
nurses'  home  and  in  building  sewer  bed  No.  2.  Several  acres 
of  swam})  land  have  been  drained  by  building  two  thousand 
feet  of  blind  ditch,  which  has  been  stoned  up.  A  new  double 
wall  has  been  built  along  the  highway  on  the  northern  line  of 
the  garden  and  orchard.  A  lumber  shed  and  tool  house  has 
been  erected  near  the  stable,  in  order  to  provide  a  place  for 
surplus  lumber  needed  for  repairs.  An  ensilage  cutter  and 
carrier  has  been  installed.  Several  thousand  square  yards  of 
new  granolithic  walk  has  been  laid  about  the  grounds.  It  will 
take  at  least  another  summer  to  complete  these  walks. 

Hoof  and  Mouth  Disease. 
On  February  4  one  of  the  cows  was  noticed  to  be  drooling 
badly.  She  was  immediately  isolated  from  the  others.  A 
veterinary  was  employed,  who  pronounced  it  the  "hoof  and 
mouth  disease,"  and  the  United  States  authorities  were  noti- 
fied. They  immediately  quarantined  all  the  stock  in  the  barn 
and  began  condemning  and  slaughtering  the  cattle.  Eighty- 
seven  head  of  cattle  and  two  sheep  were  killed  and  buried,  and 
the  barns  disinfected.  This  was  a  great  loss  to  the  institution, 
apart  from  the  value  of  the  cattle,  which  was  subsequently 
reimbursed  by  the  United  States  and  by  the  Commonwealth. 
The  herd  had  been  carefully  selected  and  bred  up  to  exclude 
tuberculosis,  and  I  believe  was  as  free  from  disease  and  as  good 
a  herd  for  the  production  of  milk  as  we  shall  ever  be  able  to 
attain.  New  stock  has  been  purchased  with  the  money  ob- 
tained for  the  old  herd. 

Expenditures  of  Appropriations. 

The  special  appropriations  received  from  the  Commonwealth 
have  been  expended  as  follows  :  — 

The  nurses'  home  for  women  was  completed  and  has  been  oc- 
cupied since  the  beginning  of  this  year.  The  electric  cable  to 
the  farmhouse  and  barns,  with  the  wiring  of  these  buildings, 
has  been  completed.  This  cable  is  large  enough  to  supply 
another  barn  and  also  the  home  for  male  nurses.  The  building 
for  disturbed  women  patients  will  probably  be  completed  by 
the  time  this  report  is  published.     The  foundation  for  the  male 
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nurses'  home  is  now  being  laid.  Plans  for  a  new  barn  and  a 
hospital  building  for  tuberculous  patients  are  completed,  ready 
for  estimates.  Plans  and  specifications  for  relocation  of  the 
power  house,  with  an  increase  of  capacity,  are  also  ready. 

Recommendations  . 

I  recommend  your  Board  to  ask  for  a  sum  sufficient  for  re- 
painting all  outside  wood  and  iron  work  at  the  asylum  and  the 
outbuildings.  The  institution  requires  more  employees,  as 
the  number  of  patients  is  constantly  increasing,  and  we  are  at 
present  considerably  cramped  for  the  need  of  this  room.  Quite 
a  number  of  employees  are  rooming  in  ward  buildings,  which 
is  inconvenient,  and  lessens  the  number  of  single  rooms  that 
could  be  used  for  patients.  There  was  hardly  room  enough 
for  employees  when  the  institution  was  planned  for  1,000 
patients,  and  but  little  accommodation  has  been  added,  except 
for  the  attendants.  We  are  also  short  of  dining  room  space, 
because  of  this  increase  in  the  number  of  patients ;  and  I  sug- 
gest that  a  wing  be  added  to  the  general  dining  room  for 
women,  using  the  two  upper  stories  for  domestic  employees 
and  the  lower  floor  for  patients'  dining  room.  The  office 
building  is  also  considerably  cramped,  the  assistant  physicians 
not  having  proper  accommodation  or  places  to  live  in. 

I  suggest  that  an  addition  be  made  to  the  office  building, 
preferably  a  head  house,  which  will  provide  needed  room  on 
the  second  and  third  floors  for  the  assistant  physicians  and 
other  employees  in  the  administration  building.  The  usual 
appropriation  of  $1,000  for  continuing  the  making  of  walks 
about  the  grounds  should  be  asked  for. 

Training  School. 
The  training  school  established  last  year  is  making  satisfac- 
tory progress.     It  will  in  time  add  much  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  nursing  service. 

Staff  Changes. 

During  the  past  year  the  medical  staff  has  entirely  changed, 

the  members  of  the  former  staff  having  engaged  in  general 

practice,  with  the  exception  of  Dr.  Abbott,  who  has  continued 

in  this  specialty.     Dr.  Lewis  M.  Walker  has  been  appointed

first  assistant;  Dr.  Ralph  Wilder  and  Dr.  Helen  Cleaves  are 
the  other  new  appointees.  At  this  time  the  fourth  assistant 
has  not  been  selected. 

A  CK  XO  \VLE  1  >GM  E  NT  S . 

There  have  been  many  changes  among  the  employees  in  the 
ward  service  during  the  past  summer.  This  seems  to  be  uni- 
versal in  all  of  the  institutions  for  the  care  of  the  insane.  In 
spite  of  this,  many  have  been  faithful  and  shown  much  interest 
in  their  work.  To  them  I  am  grateful,  for  the  happiness  and 
contentment  of  the  patients  is  largely  due  to  those  employees 
with  whom  they  are  in  daily  contact. 

Thanking  your  Board  for  the  advice  and  help  given  me  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  I  respectfully  submit  this  report.

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TKUSTEES'   KEPOET. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum  respectfully 
submit  their  ninth  annual  report  of  the  institution,  together 
with  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  treasurer. 

The  number  of  patients  at  the  close  of  the  year,  September 
30,  was  1,549.  The  number  has  steadily  increased  from  year 
to  year  since  the  asylum  was  first  opened,  and  provision  for 
this  increase  has  been  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  erection 
of  new  buildings,  but  in  spite  of  this  additional  accommoda- 
tion the  wards  have  at  all  times  been  much  crowded.  During 
the  year  the  new  building  for  100  excited  women  has  been 
completed  and  occupied.  The  home  for  male  attendants  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  in  a  few  weeks.  Work  has  been  com- 
menced on  a  ward  building  for  100  men  of  the  excited  class. 

The  new  steam  plant  for  heat,  power  and  light,  together 
with  the  spur  track  from  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad,  is  about  completed.  This  is  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  heat  all  the  buildings  now  in  use  and  provide  for  others 
which  may  be  added  in  the  future.  A  pump  for  supplying 
the  water  tower  has  been  installed  in  the  new  power  house, 
doing  away  with  the  necessity  of  maintaining  a  separate  pump- 
ing plant. 

As  the  number  of  patients  has  increased,  the  dining  rooms, 
especially  the  women's  room,  have  become  very  much  crowded, 
and  many  patients  who  could  take  their  meals  in  the  central 
dining  rooms  have  been  fed  in  the  ward  buildings.  Plans 
have  been  completed  for  enlarging  these  rooms  and  providing 
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a  separate  dining  room  for  attendants  and  employees.  Changes 
in  the  attics  of  the  dining  rooms  will  give  accommodation  for 
a  limited  number  of  employees  who  now  have  to  be  cared  for 
in  the  wards.  The  outside  wood- work  and  wire  screens  of  the 
entire  group  of  asylum  buildings  have  been  newly  painted 
during  the  year.  Attention  has  been  given  to  securing  plans 
for  buildings  for  tuberculous  patients.  The  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature making  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose  specified  that 
accommodation  should  be  provided  for  about  40  patients. 
The  trustees  have  not  at  the  date  of  making  this  report  been 
able  to  erect  buildings  which  would  give  satisfactory  results 
for  this  number  with  the  sum  appropriated.  The  executive 
building,  which  never  fully  met  the  demands  upon  it,  needs  to 
be  enlarged  in  order  to  facilitate  the  proper  transaction  of  the 
increasing  business  of  the  institution  and  furnish  suitable  rooms 
for  the  assistant  officers. 

An  inspection  of  the  treasurer's  report  will  show  that  the 
finances  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition  and  that  the  usual  econ- 
omy in  the  purchase  of  supplies  has  been  observed.  The  trus- 
tees believe  that  the  superintendent  and  assistant  officers  have 
had  constantly  in  view  under  difficult  and  often  trying  condi- 
tions the  welfare  and  comfort  of  the  large  number  of  patients 
under  their  charge. 

They  ask  the  Legislature  for  the  following  appropriations  : 
for  defraying  the  cost  of  the  support  of  patients  above  the 
amount  established  by  law,  $20,000;  for  continuing  improve- 
ments upon  the  grounds,  $1,000;  for  enlarging  the  executive 
building  the  sum  of  $60,000;  for  erecting  three  cottages  for 
employees,  $15,000  ;  for  a  refrigerating  plant  for  cold  storage 
for  supplies,  $18,000.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


Mbdfibld,  Mass.,  Sept.  30,  1904. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum. 

I  herewith  present  the  ninth  annual  report  of  the  Medfield 
Insane  Asylum,  for  the  year  beginning  Oct.  1,  1903,  and  end- 
ing Sept.  30,  1904. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  favorable  one  for  the  health  of  the 
patients.  We  have  had  no  epidemic  or  serious  accident.  The 
large  number  of  deaths  occurring  this  year  is  to  be  expected 
for  some  years  to  come,  until  many  of  the  old  patients  have 
passed  on.  In  our  first  admissions,  from  seven  to  eight  years 
ago,  were  many  old  feeble  people,  and  for  the  past  two  years 
these  have  been  dying.  The  patients  received  by  transfer 
during  the  past  three  years  have  been  younger  and  in  better 
bodily  health.  The  per  capita  cost  this  year  is  the  lowest  that 
it  has  ever  been  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  The  weekly 
cost  per  patient,  including  everything  but  new  additions,  has 
been  practically  $2.72. 

Impeovements. 
Some  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  past  year. 
These  do  not  make  as  much  show  as  in  previous  years,  for  the 
labor  of  the  patients  has  been  utilized  in  doing  grading  and 
ditching  made  necessary  by  new  buildings.  Among  some  of 
these  improvements  may  be  mentioned  five  fire-escapes  which 
have  been  erected  on  the  four  D  buildings  and  on  the  adminis- 
tration building.  New  double  walls  have  been  built  on  the 
farm  and  considerable  blasting  has  been  done  in  clearing  up 
new  land.  This  not  only  adds  to  the  appearance,  but  gives 
us  more  land  to  cultivate.  A  new  switch-board  has  been  in- 
stalled for  our  private  telephone  exchange.  New  walks  have 
been  built  about  the  grounds,  in  accordance  with  the  authori- 
zation of  the  Legislature  granting  us  $1,000  for  cement.     The 
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work  as  usual  has  been  done  largely  by  patients'  labor.  Last 
fall  the  clean-out  pipe  to  the  settling  basin  for  our  sewerage 
system  became  clogged  and  we  were  unable  to  remove  the  plug. 
It  became  necessary  to  dig  it  up.  This  necessitated  employ- 
ment of  some  paid  labor,  as  it  was  eighteen  feet  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground  and  in  a  soil  composed  largely  of  small 
stones  which  were  constantly  caving,  thus  making  it  unsafe  for 
patients  to  work  in  the  trench.  Advantage  was  taken  of  the 
opportunity  ottered  to  replace  the  eight-inch  clean-out  pipe 
with  a  twelve-inch  pipe.  Also  a  new  gate-valve  was  placed  at 
the  entrance  of  this  clean-out  pipe. 

Expenditures  of  Appropriations. 

The  special  appropriations  granted  by  the  Legislature  have 
been  utilized  as  follows  :  — 

The  male  nurses'  home  is  approaching  completion.  The 
building  for  violent  male  patients  has  been  begun  and  the 
foundations  are  now  being  put  in  place.  The  additions  to  the 
dining  room  and  the  alteration  of  the  attics  of  the  present 
general  dining  rooms  are  planned,  ready  to  commence  work. 
The  buildings  for  tuberculous  patients  and  the  new  barn  are- 
planned,  and  probably  by  the  time  this  report  is  published  they 
will  be  under  way.  The  new  power  house  is  approaching  com- 
pletion. This  has  been  a  work  of  considerable  difficulty  and  one 
which  necessarily  had  to  proceed  slowly,  but  it  will  be  a  great 
improvement,  both  in  efficiency  and  in  economy  of  manage- 
ment. The  painting  of  the  outside  of  the  buildings  and  outside 
iron-work  is  proceeding  satisfactorily  and  will  probably  be 
completed  by  cold  weather. 

Recommendations  . 

• 

Our  greatest  needs  at  present  are  more  rooms  for  female 
nurses  and  attendants,  as  the  erection  of  new  buildings  has 
necessitated  the  hiring  of  more  attendants  and  the  nurses'  home 
for  women  only  provides  for  about  two-thirds  of  the  employees 
engaged  in  the  care  of  the  patients.  I  recommend  that  future 
accommodations  be  in  the  shape  of  single  houses  accommodating 
a  man  and  his  wife  and  not  more  than  five  or  six  nurses.  Our 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  also  requires  additions  to  the 
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medical  staff,  but  at  present  we  have  not  accommodations  for 
more  physicians,  and,  in  fact,  those  already  on  the  staff  have 
not  the  proper  rooms  and  conveniences  for  their  accommoda- 
tion. The  best  provision  for  this  defect  would  be  the  addition 
of  a  head  house  upon  our  present  administration  building, 
which  is  entirely  too  small  for  our  needs.  It  is  also  insignifi- 
cant in  appearance,  and  strangers  frequently  go  to  one  of  the 
ward  buildings  instead  of  the  office,  as  it  appears  more  likely 
to  be  the  office  building  than  the  administration  building  does. 
One  thousand  dollars  for  continued  improvements  on  the 
grounds  should  be  asked  for.  As  soon  as  practicable  a  refrig- 
erating plant  for  the  cold  storage  of  supplies  and  for  cooling 
water  should  be  installed  which  would  lessen  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance. 

Training  School  for  Nurses. 
Last  June  the  first  class  in  the  training  school  for  nurses  was 
graduated.  Seven  passed  all  examinations  and  requirements 
of  the  school  and  were  given  diplomas  by  your  board.  I  am 
happy  to  say  that  they  are  all  still  in  the  employ  of  the  asylum 
and  are  in  positions  of  trust.  They  have  added  efficiency  to 
our  nursing  service  and  I  am  very  favorably  impressed  with 
the  work  of  the  school.  The  following  are  the  names  of  these

Changes  in  the  Office  Staff. 
There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  medical  staff  since  last 
December,  a,nd  I  am  glad  to  testify  to  the  interest  and  faithful 
work  of  my  assistants.  Dr.  George  Allen  Troxell  was  ap- 
pointed as  fourth  assistant  Dec.  1,  1903,  this  position  being 
vacant  at  the  time  of  publication  of  the  last  asylum  report. 
Miss  Susan  R.  Haynes,  who  had  been  employed  by  the  build- 
ing committee  in  their  office  in  Boston  and  as  bookkeeper  at 
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the  asylum  for  a  period  of  eleven  years,  resigned  in  March. 
In  point  of  service  she  was  the  oldest  official.  Mr.  F.  L. 
Brown  of  Stoneham,  Mass.,  succeeded  her  as  bookkeeper. 
In  July  Mrs.  L.  Ada  Mixer  resigned  as  matron.  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Broughton  was  appointed  to  succeed  her. 

Acknowledgments  . 

As  usual  many  kind  friends  have  donated  books  and  papers 
to  be  distributed  about  the  wards.  There  have  also  been  two 
entertainments  given  by  outside  people.  There  have  not  been 
as  many  changes  among  the  employees  this  year  as  during  the 
previous  year.  Changes  are  not  desirable  unless  employees 
are  unfitted  to  the  work  or  unsatisfactory  in  other  ways.  This 
improvement  and  permanency  have  been  increased  by  giving 
the  nurses  and  attendants  more  time  off  from  their  duties  and 
by  an  increase  in  wages.  This  has  proved  apparently  the  key 
to  the  situation ,  and  has  resulted  in  a  more  satisfactory  service 
since  it  has  been  tried. 

Thanking  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their 
help  and  support  during  the  past  year,  I  respectfully  present 
this  report.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


lo  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum  present  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  its  condition  during  the  }^ear  ending  Sept.  30, 
1905,  being  the  trustees'  tenth  annual  report. 

The  trustees  append,  as  usual,  the  reports  of  the? superin- 
tendent and  treasurer,  which  will  be  found  to  repay  the  careful 
attention  of  those  desirino-  a  more  detailed  account  of  the  work 
and  condition  of  the  asylum. 

The  death  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  August,  1905,  of  Dr. 
John  Gr.  Park,  for  thirteen  years  chairman  of  the  trustees  and 
for  twelve  years  a  member  of  the  building  committee,  has  taken 
from  the  Board  one  of  its  most  valuable  and  esteemed  members, 
and  has  deprived  the  Commonwealth  of  a  zealous  and  efficient 
servant.  Dr.  E.  D.  Hill  of  Plymouth  was  appointed  his  suc- 
cessor on  the  fourth  day  of  October,  1905. 

One  other  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
was  made  by  the  appointment  of  Rev.  W.  H.  Morrison  of 
Brockton  as  the  successor  of  Mr.  Benjamin  S.  Atwood,  whose 
term  expired  June  7,  1905.  The  trustees  desire  to  record  both 
the  esteem  in  which  Mr.  Atwood  was  held  by  his  associates  and 
their  appreciation  of  his  faithful  services. 

The  number  of  patients  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was 
1,549,  at  the  end  of  the  year  1,554,  and  the  daily  average 
during  the  year  1,583,  the  highest  in  the  history  of  the  institu- 
tion. 

The  work  of  fitting  the  institution  more  efficiently  to  serve 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  created  has  gone  steadily  forward. 
Cottages  for  the  isolation  and  care  of  tuberculous  patients  have 
been  established ;  a  pressing  demand  for  more  room  for  em- 
ployees has  been  met  by  finishing  off  attic  space  heretofore 
unused ;  a  new  power  house,  first  class  in  every  respect,  has 
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been  completed,  which  it  is  believed  will  result  in  economy  of 
operation  ;  a  large  ward  building,  to  accommodate  100  dis- 
turbed male  patients,  is  rapidly  approaching  completion;  an 
addition  to  the  cow  barn  has  been  made,  with  accommodations 
for  68  cows  ;  the  work  of  improving  the  buildings,  grounds 
and  farm  has  been  continued. 

While  much  has  been  accomplished,  much  still  remains  to 
be  done.  For  years  the  capacity  of  the  institution  has  been 
overtaxed  ;  the  ward  rooms  have  been  crowded  beyond  reason- 
able limits,  and  the  accommodations  for  officials  and  attendants 
have  been  quite  inadequate. 

While  the  institution  will,  we  believe,  soon  reach  the  point 
of  being  able  comfortably  to  provide  for  the  immediate  de- 
mands upon  it,  it  is,  nevertheless,  a  difficult  problem  to  develop 
symmetrically  the  various  departments  of  an  institution  origi- 
nally planned  for  1,000  patients  and  nowr  used  for  1,600.  In 
some  departments  the  facilities  are  still  insufficient,  and  are 
behind  what  has  been  accomplished  in  other  departments. 

If  the  number  of  patients  sent  to  the  institution  is  to  go  on 
increasing  in  the  years  to  come  at  the  same  ratio  of  increase  as 
in  years  past,  then  it  will  be  necessary  to  go  on  with  the  work 
of  construction,  and  of  developing  the  capacity  of  the  institu- 
tion to  care  for  its  patients. 

It  would  seem  to  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to  set  some  limit  to 
the  number  which  the  institution  shall  be  expected  to  accom- 
modate. If  this  wrere  done,  there  would  be  a  definite  point  to 
aim  at  in  the  work  of  development,  rather  than  going  forward, 
as  is  done  at  the  present  time,  somewhat  blindly  so  far  as  any 
definite  knowledge  of  what  is  expected  of  us  in  the  future  is 
concerned.  In  the  opinion  of  the  trustees  the  limit  is  now 
nearty  if  not  quite  reached. 

Improvements  now  under  way  include  the  installation  of  a 
refrigerating  and  cold-storage  plant ;  the  construction  of  three 
cottage  buildings  for  the  use  of  attendants  ;  the  work  of  clear- 
ing up  and  ditching  swamp  land,  digging  out  and  blasting  rock, 
and  the  construction  of  stone  walls  about  the  grounds  of  the 
asylum  where  they  abut  upon  the  highways  ;  also  the  exten- 
sion of  beds  for  the  disposal  of  the  sewage. 

In  order  to  relieve  the  administration  building,  which  is  in- 
adequate for  the  demands  made  upon  it,  and  which  is  now  used 
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in  part  as  a  place  of  residence  for  the  superintendent  and  his 
family,  the  trustees  recommend  that  instead  of  the  reconstruc- 
tion and  enlargement  of  that  building,  as  has  heretofore  been 
contemplated,  provision  be  made  for  a  house  as  a  place  of  resi- 
dence for  the  superintendent  and  his  family,  thus  releasing  the 
second  floor  for  the  needs  of  the  administration  department. 
This  can  be  done  at  much  less  cost,  and  will  result,  it  is  be- 
lieved, in  a  generally  advantageous  arrangement.  For  this 
purpose  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  is  recommended. 

The  kitchen  and  the  bakery  accommodations  are  insufficient. 
Both  these  needs  may  be  met  by  remodelling  the  old  power 
house  and  fitting  it  up  as  a  bakery.  This  will  provide  room 
not  only  for  the  bakery,  but  also  for  sufficiently  enlarging  the 
present  kitchen,  as  it  will  relieve  it  of  some  of  the  demands 
now  made  upon  it.  For  doing  this  work  and  providing  the 
necessary  equipment,  the  trustees  recommend  that  the  sum  of 
$12,000  be  appropriated.  They  also  recommend  the  usual 
appropriation  of  $1,000  for  improvements  on  the  grounds. 

The  trustees  have  endeavored  to  maintain  for  the  asylum 
that  high  rank  which  the  institutions  of  Massachusetts  hold,  in 
the  degree  of  comfort  and  care  given  to  the  patients  committed 
to  them,  and  they  believe  their  efforts  have  met  with  a  good 
degree  of  success.  In  this  connection  they  desire  to  make  due 
acknowledgment  of  the  co-operation  of  officials,  attendants  and 
employees  in  the  cheerful  and  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
required  of  them. 

While  the  Commonwealth  has  been  prompt  and  generous  in 
its  recognition  of  the  financial  needs  of  the  institution,  it  must 
be  remembered  that  not  only  the  steady  increase  in  the  number 
of  insane  and  of  the  patients  committed  to  the  asylum  but  also 
the  increased  cost  of  living  entail  a  proportionate  increase  of 
expenditures,  in  order  to  maintain  the  rank  of  service  already 
established.

Medfield  Insane  Asylum,  Sept.  30,  1905. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum. 

I  submit  for  your  consideration  the  tenth  annual  report  of 
the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum  for  the  year  beginning  Oct.  1, 
1904,  and  ending  Sept.  30,  1905. 

An  examination  of  the  first  table  accompanying  this  report 
shows  that  we  have  had  122  admissions  during  the  year.  The 
daily  average  has  been  1,583.  This  is  the  highest  daily  aver- 
age ever  reached,  but  the  number  of  patients  remaining  at  the 
end  of  the  year  is  but  5  more  than  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  because  very  few  patients  have  been  transferred  during 
the  past  six  months.  The  death  rate  has  been  smaller  than 
for  the  past  two  years.  Ten  deaths  were  due  to  heart  disease 
and  5  were  due  to  cancerous  diseases.  The  fact  is  apparent 
to  every  one  with  experience  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  the 
chronic  insane  that  heart  disease  is  very  prevalent.  The  num- 
ber of  deaths,  79,  reckoned  upon  the  whole  number  of  cases 
under  treatment  gives  a  little  over  4  per  cent.,  which  is  a  very 
good  showing  considering  the  class  of  cases  that  we  deal  with. 

The  weekly  per  capita  cost  is  higher  than  in  the  two  previ- 
ous years.  This  can  be  accounted  for  partly  by  reason  of  the 
higher  cost  of  living  and  the  increase  of  wages  for  employees. 

In  January,  building  D-3,  which  had  been  occupied  by 
women  since  the  fire  at  the  Taunton  Insane  Hospital,  was 
vacated  by  moving  these  patients  into  the  new  building  for 
disturbed  women.  This  building,  now  known  as  R,  has 
proved  to  be  very  satisfactory  for  the  care  of  excited  cases. 
D-3  is  now  occupied  by  men. 

In  February,  several  cases  of  measles  appeared  among  the 
women  attendants.  The  benefit  of  the  separate  home  for  the 
attendants  was  at  once  demonstrated,  as  it  was  possible  to  ef- 
fectually quarantine  these  attendants  in  one  wing  of  the  nurses' 
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home,  by  this  means  removing  the  source  of  contagion  from 
the  wards. 

The  home  for  male  nurses  was  occupied  in  February,  and  is 
more  and  more  appreciated  by  the  men  as  they  become  ac- 
customed to  the  change.  The  old  power  house  was  abandoned 
in  March. 

Impeovements. 

Some  improvements  are  carried  on  from  year  to  year,  this 
being  necessary  because  of  the  employment  of  patients,  and 
also  the  nature  of  these  improvements  makes  it  impossible  to 
begin  and  complete  them  in  one  or  two  seasons.  Among  such 
improvements  made  largely  by  patients'  labor  is  the  continued 
grading  of  filter  beds  for  the  disposal  of  sewage,  the  building 
of  stone  walls  on  the  asylum  fields  and  grounds  abutting  on  the 
highway,  the  digging  out  and  blasting  of  rocks,  and  the  clearing 
up  and  ditching  of  swamp  land  upon  the  farm.  New  walks  are 
built  every  summer  upon  the  grounds,  and  shrubbery  and  trees 
are  planted. 

Additions. 

During  the  year  an  addition  to  the  general  dining  room  for 
women  has  been  built  and  is  used  for  a  dining  room  for  nurses. 
This  gives  additional  room  for  patients  in  the  general  dining 
room.  It  is  a  pleasant,  well  lighted,  airy  room  and  will  add 
much  to  the  facilities  of  our  present  dining  rooms.  Two  attics 
over  the  general  dining  rooms  have  been  finished  off  for  dormi- 
tories, giving  22  beds  in  each  building.  Two  small  wooden 
cottages  have  been  built,  each  capable  of  caring  for  18  patients. 
These  afford  a  maximum  amount  of  sun,  light  and  air,  and  will 
be  used  for  the  isolation  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 
A  new  cow  shed,  accommodating  68  cows,  has  also  been  com- 
pleted. A  new  coal  pocket  has  been  completed,  partly  with 
patients'  labor,  consisting  of  retaining  wTalls  of  concrete  and 
an  underdrained  concrete  floor.  The  most  important  addition 
is  the  new  power  house,  completed  this  year.  It  is  situated 
on  the  west  side  of  the  buildings  and  is  connected  by  a  track 
with  the  main  line  of  the  Taunton  division  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  road,  so  that  coal  can  be  run  in  on  the 
cars  close  to  the  boilers.  This  saves  expense  in  handling  and 
carting.     New  generators,  boilers  and  feed  pumps  have  been 
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installed.  The  water  pumps  at  the  old  pumping  station  have 
been  moved  to  the  pump  room  of  this  new  boiler  house,  so  that 
all  the  machinery  is  now  concentrated  in  one  building.  This 
will  result  in  economy  in  this  department.  A  diet  kitchen  for 
training  the  nurses  in  our  training  school  has  been  built  in  the 
basement  of  the  nurses'  home.  The  outside  painting  of  the 
wood  and  iron  work  was  completed  in  November  of  this  asylum 
year,  the  wood  work  being  changed  to  a  cream  color  from  the 
former  brown.  As  fast  as  the  wooden  steps  upon  the  ward 
buildings  have  needed  repairs,  iron  rails  have  been  substituted 
for  the  wooden  ones.  These  are  in  the  line  of  economy,  as 
they  are  cheaper  than  the  wooden  ones  and  they  will  last  much 
longer.  Additions  to  the  plumbing  fixtures  in  two  of  the  B 
buildings  were  completed  in  the  winter.  A  large  new  building 
for  the  care  of  100  disturbed  men  is  approaching  completion. 

Appropriations  in  1905. 
We  received  from  the  Legislature  an  appropriation  of 
$15,000  for  the  construction  of  three  cottages  for  employees. 
Plans  have  been  drawn  and  locations  made  for  these  cottages. 
Another  appropriation  of  $18,000  for  a  cold-storage  plant  was 
given,  utilizing  the  coal  pocket  of  the  old  power  house  for 
a  building  for  cold-storage  purposes,  with  an  addition.  That 
is  now  under  construction.  The  appropriation  of  $1,000  for 
improvements  on  the  grounds  has  as  usual  been  expended 
for  cement  for  building  walks  by  patients'  labor,  and  for 
shrubbery.  An  appropriation  of  $200  for  the  purchase  of 
land  was  expended  for  four  acres  adjoining  the  new  power 
plant.  Five  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  finishing 
off  the  attic  above  the  general  dining  room  for  men.  This 
has  been  completed,  as  spoken  of  elsewhere. 

Eecommendations. 
The  office  force  will  have  to  be  increased  very  soon  and  our 
present  arrangements  are  inadequate.  I  recommend  that  your 
Board  ask  for  a  house  for  a  residence  for  the  superintendent. 
This  will  vacate  the  rooms  now  used  by  his  family  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  office  building  and  will  for  a  time  answer 
our  needs.     Our  bakery  is  cramped  for  room  and  the  increase 
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in  the  number  of  patients  makes  it  imperative  that  we  have 
more  ovens.  At  present  the  kitchen  is  dependent  on  the 
bakery  for  baking,  and  it  conflicts  with  the  bakery  in  the  use 
of  the  ovens.  As  usual  we  need  a  small  appropriation  to  con- 
tinue the  improvements  on  our  grounds. 

Training  School  for  Nurses. 
On  the  7th  of  last  July  the  following  young  ladies  graduated 
in    the   training  school :    Maybelle   Stanwood  Abbott,    Lillie 
Clark,  Bessie  Kinreid  Davidson,  Catherine  McLeod,  Laura  I. 
Stein.     Three  of  these  are  still  in  the  employ  of  the  asylum. 

Acknowledgments. 
Many  people  have  kindly  sent  papers,  magazines  and  books 
which  have  been  distributed  about  the  wards.  This  affords 
entertainment  to  the  patients  and  serves  to  pass  away  many 
weary  hours.  I  thank  all  kind  friends  who  have  in  any  way 
contributed  to  the  happiness  of  the  patients  in  this  manner.

I  also  wish  to  thank  the  trustees  for  their  help  and 
interest  during  the  past  year.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

In  submitting  the  eleventh  annual  report  of  the  Medfield 
Insane  Asylum,  but  little  can  be  added  to  the  reports  of  the 
officers  of  the  institution,  to  which  your  attention  is  respect- 
fully invited. 

Conforming  to  a  change  in  the  law,  these  reports  cover  a 
period  of  fourteen  months,  while  the  statistical  tables  cover  a 
period  of  twelve  months,  from  Oct.  1,  1905,  to  Oct.  1,  1906. 

We  have  passed  this  year  without  serious  accident  of  any 
kind,  or  incident  of  an  unpleasant  nature. 

In  January  Dr.  F.  B.  Lund  of  Boston  was  appointed  as  a 
trustee  to  till  a  vacancy ;  otherwise,  the  personnel  of  the  Board 
remains  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  year  began  with  1,554  patients  in  the  asylum,  divided 
as  follows  :  1,003  women  and  551  men.  It  closed  with  1,486 
patients  :  534  men  and  952  women.  There  have  been  but  12 
admissions  during  the  year.  The  difference  in  population  is 
caused  by  deaths  and  by  discharges. 

The  following  extensions  to  the  plant  have  been  completed 
during  the  year  :  a  new  building  for  violent  men,  with  accom- 
modations for  100 ;  two  wooden  cottages  for  tuberculosis 
patients  ;  and  three  cottages  for  employees.  These  buildings 
are  now  all  practically  ready  for  occupancy,  and,  with  these 
additions  in  use,  the  institution  is,  for  the  first  time  in  a 
number  of  years,  in  a  position  to  comfortably  take  care  of 
all  its  patients. 

There  has  also  been  installed  in  the  power  house  a  new 
refrigerating  plant,  with  connections  to  the  various  adminis- 
tration buildings.     This,  together  with  a  small  plant  run  by 
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electricity,  at  the  barn,  does  away  with  all  necessity  for  nat- 
ural ice. 

With  the  completion  of  the  new  bakery  and  house  for  the 
superintendent  (work  on  which  is  now  under  way),  further 
building  at  the  hospital,  for  the  first  time  since  the  institution 
was  started,  will  practically  cease  ;  and  there  will  be,  for  the 
present,  at  least,  no  further  call  for  large  special  appropria- 
tions. 

The  work  of  repairing  and  improving  the  buildings,  grounds 
and  farm  has  been  continued,  but  at  a  greater  expense,  owing 
to  the  higher  cost  of  labor  and  material. 

This  asylum,  in  common  with  other  institutions,  has  suffered 
for  years  (especially  during  the  summer  months)  from  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  capable  attendants.  During  the  last 
two  years,  when  the  prosperity  of  the  country  has  made  the 
demand  for  all  kinds  of  help  particularly  active,  this  trouble 
has  grown,  till  it  has  at  times  become  a  serious  embarrassment 
to  the  management.  Should  the  present  conditions  continue, 
this  question  will  have  to  be  met  in  the  near  future. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  reports,  our  per  capita  cost  is  materi- 
ally higher  than  ever  before.  This  is  occasioned  largely  by 
the  increased  cost  of  all  general  supplies.  The  application  of 
the  eight-hour  law  to  certain  classes  of  the  hospital  employees, 
and  the  fact  that  this  yea,r,  for  the  first  time,  has  seen  a  shrink- 
age in  the  number  of  patients  cared  for,  have  also  had  their 
effect  on  the  cost  of  maintenance.  The  above  conditions  bid 
fair  to  prevail  during  the  coming  year  ;  and  our  recommenda- 
tion for  the  1907  appropriation  is  based  on  the  assumption  that 
present  prices  will  prevail  during  the  next  twelve  months. 

In  closing,  the  trustees  desire  to  express  to  you  their  confi- 
dence in  the  superintendent  and  other  officers,  and  their  belief 
that  to  them  is  largely  due  the  credit  of  whatever  success  has 
been  attained  in  the  management  of  the  asylum.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Medfield  Insane  Asylum,  Nov.  30,  1906. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum. 

In  accordance  with  your  requirement,  I  submit  the  eleventh 
annual  report  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum,  for  a  period  of 
fourteen  months,  beginning  Oct.  1,  1905,  and  extending  to 
Dec.  1,  1906. 

The  condition  of  the  patients  has  been  as  good  as  could  be 
expected,  considering  the  large  number  of  bed  cases  and  infirm 
patients  that  we  have  in  the  asylum.  We  have  had  but  12 
admissions  during  the  year,  and  with  discharges  and  deaths  we 
have  the  number  reduced  to  1,486,  —  68  less  than  we  had  at 
the  close  of  last  year.  The  death  rate  has  been  .046.  Our 
weekly  per  capita  cost  is  higher  than  usual.  This  is  accounted 
for  partly  by  the  increase  in  prices  for  provisions,  and  the 
change  in  the  working  day  for  laborers  and  mechanics  from 
nine  to  eight  hours. 

Improvements  by  Patients. 
A  new  filter  bed  has  been  constructed,  by  patients'  labor. 
Two  new  granolithic  walks  have  been  laid.  Twenty  rods  of 
double  retaining:  wall  and  a  new  entrance  at  the  rear  avenue 
have  been  completed.  Besides  this,  a  large  amount  of  ditch- 
ing and  grading  has  been  done  about  the  new  cottages  for 
employees  and  in  other  parts  of  the  grounds. 

Additions. 
Three  cottages  for  employees  and  nurses  have  been  built. 
Each  cottage  provides  for  a  family  and  for  six  nurses.  The 
new  refrigerating  plant  has  been  in  use  about  four  months  ;  it 
is  not  yet  entirely  completed.  It  provides  two  floors  in  a  build- 
ing 50  feet  square  for  the  storage  of  provisions  and  the  making 
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of  artificial  ice.  It  cools  the  water  for  two  large  general 
dining-rooms  and  three  refrigerating  rooms  in  the  general 
kitchen.  Two  rooms  in  the  officers'  building  are  also  cooled, 
as  well  as  one  at  the  farmhouse.  It  cools  the  milk  at  the  stock 
barn,  and  makes  what  ice  is  needed  in  the  wards.  When  com- 
pleted, it  will  do  away  with  natural  ice,  and  it  has  already 
proved  of  great  service  to  the  institution.  The  sewer  for  the 
new  building  for  violent  men  is  now  finished.  It  was  a  diffi- 
cult piece  of  work,  as  much  blasting  had  to  be  done  through 
solid  ledge  at  great  depth.  Several  springs  were  also  opened, 
which  caused  considerable  trouble.  Occasion  was  taken  to 
connect  the  sewer  from  the  men's  home  with  this  new  line,  to 
get  a  greater  fall.  The  interior  of  the  men's  home  has  been 
painted.  A  new  shed  at  the  barn  has  been  built,  to  take  the 
place  of  one  that  became  unsafe. 

Appropriations  . 

The  last  Legislature  gave  $12,000  for  altering  the  old  power 
house  and  boiler  room  into  a  bakery.  The  plans  for  this  have 
been  made  and  accepted,  and  the  work  will  be  carried  on  this 
winter.  An  appropriation  of  $10,000  for  building  and  furnish- 
ing a  residence  for  the  superintendent  was  received.  The 
foundation  is  now  completed,  ready  for  the  erection  of  the- 
house. 

Eecommendations  . 

The  mangle  in  our  laundry  is  worn  out,  and  an  examination 
by  a  builder  of  such  machinery  shows  that  it  is  doubtful  if  it 
can  be  repaired  at  a  reasonable  expense,  and  its  life  would  be 
short.  I  recommend  that  this  be  replaced  by  a  mangle  of 
equal  capacity,  directly  connected  to  an  electric  motor ;  also, 
that  a  smaller  mangle  be  installed  in  place  of  the  body  ironer, 
which  has  not  proved  satisfactory  for  our  work.  Repairs  upon 
the  buildings  are  more  pressing  than  they  have  been.  Some 
of  them  have  been  built  over  twelve  years,  and  need  renovation 
in  parts.  As  usual,  we  should  continue  the  building  of  walks 
on  our  grounds,  and  make  other  necessary  improvements.  It 
will  therefore  be  necessary  to  increase  the  estimate  for  repairs 
and  improvements  for  the  coming  year. 
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Training  School  for  Nurses. 
A  class  of  ten  nurses  was  graduated  from  the  asylum  train- 
ing school  on  July  5.  Seven  of  these  continued  in  the  service 
of  the  asylum.  The  training  school  has  proved  itself  of  value, 
and,  while  it  has  not  yet  succeeded  in  supplying  all  our  head 
nurses,  it  has  helped  considerably.  Some  plan  for  affording 
these  pupil  nurses  more  experience  in  surgery  and  physical 
illness  would  be  of  much  benefit,  and  would  probably  increase 
the  number  of  applicants  to  enter  the  school.  A  plan  of  dis- 
trict nursing,  or  exchange  between  our  nurses  and  those  of 
some  general  hospital,  if  it  could  be  arranged,  would  prove  of 
benefit  to  the  school  and  the  institution. 

Acknowledgments  . 
We  have  received  many  favors  from  charitably  inclined 
people,  who  have  sent  papers,  magazines  and  books  to  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  patients.  Only  those  who  are  intimately 
acquainted  with  the  life  of  the  poor  unfortunates  in  the  institu- 
tions for  the  insane  can  realize  how  much  good  these  papers 
and  books  do.  The  clergymen  of  the  village  have  all  been 
very  kind  in  visiting  the  sick  and  attending  funerals.  To  all 
of  these  I  extend  my  hearty  thanks.  To  your  Board  I  am  as 
usual  much  indebted  for  advice,  and  the  kindness  and  patience 
with  which  you  have  regarded  my  management.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum  submit  their 
twelfth  annual  report,  and  transmit  herewith  the  reports  of  the 
several  officers,  to  which  they  would  refer  you  for  details  of  the 
management  of  the  institution. 

There  are  1,449  patients  remaining  in  the  institution  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  as  against  1,468  a  year  ago.  The  daily  aver- 
age population  has  been  1,461. 

The  health  conditions  in  the  hospital  have  been  normal,  we 
having  had  nothing  which  could  be  classed  as  an  epidemic  during 
the  past  year. 

The  new  house  of  the  superintendent  has  been  completed 
and  is  now  occupied.  This  addition  will  materially  help  the 
conditions  in  the  administration  building,  which  has  long  been 
overcrowded. 

The  completion  of  the  new  bakery  has  given  us  an  up-to-date 
plant,  of  ample  capacity  for  our  present  needs.  The  removal 
of  the  bakery  from  the  kitchen  building  will  give  to  that  depart- 
ment additional  room,  which  is  also  much  needed. 

During  the  year,  building  B3  has  undergone  extensive  repairs 
and  is  now  in  first-class  condition.  There  have  also  been  several 
extensions  of  a  minor  nature  made  to  the  plant  as  well  as  the 
usual  repairs. 

In  accordance  with  the  authority  granted  under  chapter  84 
of  the  Acts  of  1907,  the  trustees  have,  through  Mr.  Charles  A. 
Allen,  engineer,  investigated  the  present  water  supply  of  this 
institution,  and  upon  his  recommendation  ask  authority  from 
the  Legislature  to  acquire,  by  condemnation,  purchase  or  other- 
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wise,  whatever  rights  any  person  or  persons  may  have  to  the 
use  of  the  water  of  Farm  Pond  in  the  town  of  Sherborn  for 
nowage  purposes. 

In  connection  with  our  farm  we  have  always  needed  more 
land  for  hay  and  pasturage.  There  is  now  an  opportunity  to 
secure  such  land  adjoining  the  asylum  property  at  a  reasonable 
cost,  and  the  trustees  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of 
$1,200  be  granted  for  this  purpose.  Since  building  our  silo 
the  number  of  cows  in  the  asylum  herd  has  doubled,  and  we 
are  now  in  want  of  additional  facilities  in  this  line,  and  have 
asked  for  an  appropriation  to  cover  this  need. 

It  developed  during  the  last  winter  that  we  were  obliged  to 
run  our  heating  plant  to  its  fullest  capacity  in  order  to  properly 
heat  the  thirty-one  buildings  which  are  now  connected  with  the 
power  plant.  As  repairs  have  to  be  constantly  made  on  boilers, 
in  our  judgment  it  is  not  safe  to  run  a  plant  of  this  size  without 
having  at  least  two  spare  boilers.  We  have  therefore  asked  for 
an  appropriation  of  $12,000  for  two  new  boilers  and  the  neces- 
sary additions  and  alterations  to  the  power  plant. 

Believing  that  the  time  has  come  when  something  decided 
should  be  done  in  order  to  get  capable  attendants,  we  have  asked 
for  an  increase  in  our  appropriation  sufficient  to  put  all  of  this 
class  of  our  employees  on  a  ten  hour  per  day  basis.  This  is  a 
radical  step,  but  knowing,  as  we  do,  how  trying  the  work  of 
attendants  is  and  must  always  be  in  institutions  of  the  character 
of  ours,  the  judgment  of  this  Board  is  that*  ten  hours  per  day 
is  all  that  can  be  successfully  required  in  this  class  of  service. 

The  increase  in  our  per  capita  cost  is  accounted  for  in  two 
ways :  first,  the  increased  cost  of  supplies,  and,  second,  the 
applying  of  union  conditions  to  the  mechanical  department  of 
the  hospital. 

In  October  Mr.  John  B.  Chapin,  who  has  been  connected 
with  the  asylum  as  steward  since  it  opened,  was  obliged,  on 
account  of  ill  health,  to  resign.  Mr.  Chapin  has  given  faithful 
attention  to  his  duties  and  his  retirement  is  regretted  by  all  with 
whom  he  has  come  in  contact.  In  Mr.  F.  H.  Gross  the  trustees 
believe  that  they  have  found  a  worthy  successor  to  Mr.  Chapin. 

There  have  been  two  changes  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  dur- 
ing the  year.     In  June  Miss  Elizabeth  Thurber  declined  a  re- 
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nomination.  Miss  Thurber  was  one  of  the  original  trustees  and 
has  served  as  secretary  of  the  Board  since  its  organization.  A 
woman  of  ability  and  broad  sympathy,  she  has  rendered  faithful 
and  valuable  service,  and  her  resignation  is  much  regretted  by 
all  connected  with  the  institution.  During  the  summer,  owing 
to  a  change  in  his  residence,  Mr.  Arthur  A.  Maxwell  was  obliged 
to  resign  as  trustee.  Mr.  Maxwell  is  a  gentleman  whose  sound 
legal  and  business  training  made  his  advice  particularly  valua- 
ble in  the  councils  of  the  Board.  In  his  removal  to  other  fields 
we  feel  that  the  Commonwealth  and  this  institution  have  suf- 
fered a  distinct  loss. 

Mrs.  Nellie  B.  Palmer  of  South  Framingham  and  Mr.  John 
Duff  of  Boston  have  been  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancies  thus 
made. 

Before  closing,  we  wish  to  repeat  our  continued  satisfaction 
with  the  superintendent's  progressive  yet  careful  conduct  of  the 
institution,  and  the  uniform  devotion  to  their  duties  which  has 
characterized  the  conduct  of  the  other  officers.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


Medfield  Insane  Asylum,  Nov.  30,  1907. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum. 

In  accordance  with  custom  and  requirement  I  herewith  pre-  1 
sent  my  report  as  superintendent  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum  ' 
for  the  twelve  months  ending  Nov.  30,  1907. 

The  health  of  the  patients,  which  after  all  is  our  main  con- 
sideration, has  been  quite  good  during  the  past  year.  We  have 
had  no  serious  epidemic  nor  any  accident  of  consequence.  A 
mild  epidemic  of  measles  among  the  nurses  has  been  the  only 
extraordinary  happening  during  the  year.  These  nurses  were 
quarantined,  so  there  was  no  danger  of  its  introduction  among 
the  patients.  We  have  had  54  admissions  during  the  year.  The 
death-rate  on  the  number  of  cases  treated  was  .053. 

Our  patients  are  growing  older  and  more  feeble,  and  quite  a 
number  who  have  been  able  to  do  some  work  in  the  past  are  now 
too  old  to  longer  continue  in  such  places.  This  has  necessitated 
hiring  more  help,  especially  in  the  laundry  and  dining  rooms. 

The  standard  of  care  of  patients  in  this  Commonwealth  is 
improving  from  year  to  year.  The  night  service  has  been  en- 
larged during  the  past  year  and  further  improvement  is  advisa- 
ble when  possible.  The  help  question  has,  as  usual,  been  one  of 
our  problems.  It  has  been  difficult  during  the  summer  to  keep 
the  number  of  nurses  and  attendants  necessary  for  the  safe  con- 
duct of  the  institution.  The  nursing  force  should  have  shorter 
hours  on  duty  and  an  increase  of  wages.  I  think  this  would 
not  only  improve  the  service,  but  would  increase  our  numbers 
during  the  summer,  when  we  are  the  shortest. 

The  mechanics,  by  legal  statute,  have  been  placed  on  a  six-day 
week  of  eight  hours  a  day  each.  Some  of  them  have  joined 
unions,  and  the  demand  for  an  increase  in  wages  has  been  met 
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to  a  considerable  extent.     The  pay  roll  has  in  consequence  been 
considerably  increased. 

There  has  been  a  large  increase  in  price  in  everything  re- 
quired for  the  maintenance  of  the  asylum.  Percentages  made 
up  from  the  prices  prevailing  a  year  ago  and  those  during  the 
last  month  show  increase  in  almost  every  commodity  required. 
The  highest  was  17  per  cent.  The  average  increase  in  all  com- 
modities was  11  per  cent. 

Appropriations. 

An  appropriation  granted  for  changing  the  old  power  house 
into  a  bakery  has  been  largely  expended.  There  are  some  neces- 
sary changes  to  be  made  in  the  floor  before  it  is  occupied.  There 
is  a  range  of  three  Bailey  ovens,  the  coaling  of  which  is  done 
in  a  separate  room  from  the  mixing  room,  to  avoid  dust  and  dirt. 
There  is  a  large  room  for  flour  storage,  and  the  flour  is  carried 
on  an  overhead  trolley  directly  to  the  mixing  machine.  After 
being  baked  the  bread  is  carried  by  trolley  to  a  bread  room, 
where  it  is  stored.  It  is  then  taken  through  a  tunnel  to  the 
kitchen  and  general  dining  rooms,  where  it  is  distributed. 

The  appropriation  for  building  and  furnishing  a  residence  for 
the  superintendent  has  been  expended,  and  the  house  was  occu- 
pied during  the  last  month. 

The  extension  of  the  cold-storage  plant  according  to  plans  has 
been  carried  out,  and  the  morgue  has  been  enlarged  and  refitted 
and  is  now  cooled  by  ammonia  gas. 

The  only  appropriation  asked  for  this  year  was  one  for  inves- 
tigation of  the  water  supply.  The  report  of  the  hydraulic  engi- 
neer has  been  received. 

A  new  hot-water  tank  and  a  120-inch  mangle  have  been  added 
to  our  equipment  without  special  appropriation. 

Improvements  on  Grounds. 
As  usual,  patients  have  been  employed  as  much  as  possible 
upon  the  farm  and  grounds.  Two  hundred  rods  of  blind  ditch- 
ing to  drain  swamp  land  have  been  put  in  during  the  past  sum- 
mer. Fifteen  rods  of  macadamized  road  have  been  built. 
Sixty-one  and  one-half  rods  of  double  stone  wall  have  been  built 
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along  the  highway.  Two  new  granolithic  walks  have  been 
built,  one  north  of  the  general  dining  room  and  another  between 
this  same  general  dining  room  and  the  chapel.  Work  on  filter 
bed  No.  3  has  been  begun  and  was  carried  on  during  most  of 
the  summer. 

Recommendations. 

Two  new  boilers  are  needed  in  the  power  house,  as  a  number 
of  buildings  have  been  added,  and  while  we  have  been  able  to 
heat  the  institution  satisfactorily,  if  one  should  give  out  we 
should  be  badly  inconvenienced. 

We  have  never  owned  any  pasturage  but  have  hired  from 
year  to  year.  There  is  now  an  opportunity  to  purchase  16 
acres  of  land,  adjoining  the  asylum  property,  which  is  very- 
good  for  a  pasture.  There  is  also  another  piece  of  land  which 
adjoins  the  asylum  property  which  is  desirable  for  tillage  pur- 
poses. I  suggest  that  authority  and  means  be  asked  from  the 
Legislature  to  buy  both  these  pieces  of  land. 

In  accordance  with  your  advice  I  have  asked  for  a  consid- 
erable increase  in  our  pay  roll  for  the  coming  year.  Part  of 
this  was  to  provide  for  increase  in  wages  and  number  of  men 
needed  under  new  laws  applying  to  mechanics,  and  a  larger 
part  was  to  increase  wages  for  nurses  and  attendants,  to  place 
them  on  a  sixty  hour  a  week  basis.  I  think  if  this  money  is 
appropriated  by  the  Legislature  we  shall  have  less  trouble  in 
securing  help  than  we  have  had  during  the  past  few  years. 

Mr.  John  B.  Chapin,  who  has  acted  as  steward  and  purchas- 
ing agent  for  the  asylum  since  the  institution  was  opened,  was 
obliged  by  failing  health  to  tender  his  resignation.  It  was  with 
much  regret  that  I  received  this,  and  I  wish  to  add  my  testi- 
mony to  the  care  and  faithfulness  which  he  has  exercised  in 
his  duties.  He  has  worked  hard  to  advance  the  interests  of  the 
asylum  in  a  financial  way  and  has  not  spared  himself  in  such 
efforts.  Mr.  F.  II.  Gross  has  been  appointed  as  his  successor, 
and  has  been  acting  in  the  capacity  of  steward  and  purchasing 
agent  since  the  14th  of  last  October. 
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Training  School  for  Nurses. 

The  usual  graduating  exercises  for  the  training  school  were 
held  last  July.  Four  nurses  had  passed  all  requirements  and 
received  diplomas.  Two  of  these  are  still  employed  at  the  asy- 
lum. Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  relays  of  our 
nurses  are  sent  to  a  large  general  hospital  for  instruction  in 
surgery  and  practical  experience  in  caring  for  surgical  cases. 
I  hope  this  will  add  to  the  ability  of  these  nurses  and  increase 
their  efficiency. 

Acknowledgments. 

We  have  been  fortunate  during  the  past  year  in  receiving  a 
large  number  of  papers  and  magazines  from  people  who  have 
been  at  considerable  pains  to  pack  these  and  ship  them  to  us. 
I  am  glad  to  publicly  express  my  thanks  for  their  interest  on 
behalf  of  the  patients.  These  are  distributed  on  Sundays  and 
are  looked  forward  to  quite  eagerly  by  our  patients.  One  of 
the  most  common  requests  to  the  physicians  in  making  their 
rounds  is  to  "  send  in  a  magazine  or  newspaper.'.'  The  public 
library  in  the  village  of  Medfield  has  for  several  years  past  given 
us  their  surplus  magazines  at  the  end  of  the  year.  I  herewith 
take  pleasure  in  publicly  thanking  the  librarian  for  her  thought- 
fulness. 

The  clergymen  of  Medfield  have,  as  usual,  been  most  kind 
and  responded  most  heartily  to  the  call  on  their  services  on  the 
part  of  sick  patients  and  in  attending  funerals.  It  is  the  custom 
to  have  a  funeral  service  for  patients  dying  at  the  asylum  if 
otherwise  no  such  ceremony  would  be  held. 

Again  I  am  glad  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  your 
Board  for  your  uniform  kindness  and  willingness  to  give  me 
advice  whenever  I  have  asked  for  it.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum  present  their 
thirteenth  annual  report. 

The  work  of  the  asylum  during  the  past  year  has,  the  trustees 
believe,  been  successful.  The  smoothness  and  lack  of  friction 
with  which  this  has  been  accomplished  has  been  a  source  of 
gratification  to  all  concerned. 

A  detailed  record  of  the  management  of  the  institution  is 
contained  in  the  reports  of  its  respective  officers.  These  reports 
have  been  approved  by  the  trustees  and  are  herewith  submitted. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  inmates  has  remained  without 
essential  change.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients  for 
the  past  year  is  l,475%o?  as  against  1,461,  the  daily  average 
for  the  previous  year. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  general  health  of  the  pa- 
tients under  our  care  has  been  better  than  usual,  the  death-rate 
for  the  year  being  only  3%o  per  cent.,  which  is  the  lowest  per- 
centage we  have  ever  had. 

The  increase  in  the  per  capita  cost  is  accounted  for  as  fol- 
lows :  first,  by  the  passage  of  the  so-called  "  eight-hour  law," 
which  has- necessitated  the  employment  of  more  help  in  several 
departments ;  second,  by  the  opening  of  more  buildings  at  the 
asylum  without  any  corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of 
patients ;  and  third,  by  the  fact  that  an  increase  in  wages  to  both 
men  and  women  attendants  was  granted  this  year.  The  wisdom 
of  this  last  measure  has  already  made  itself  apparent  in  the 
lessened  number  of  changes  we  have  had  among  this  class  of 
officers. 
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During  the  year  contracts  were  let  for  additions  to  the  power 
plant.  This  work  is  now  practically  completed  and  the  institu- 
tion is  at  present  in  a  position  to  comfortably  heat  all  of  its 
buildings. 

In  conformity  with  the  authority  given  us  by  the  last  Legis- 
lature there  has  been  added  to  our  farm  2Sy2  acres  of  hay  and 
pasture  land.  This  purchase  will  be,  undoubtedly,  of  great 
advantage  to  us  in  increasing  our  facilities  for  taking  care  of 
our  stock. 

Owing  to  an  act  of  the  last  Legislature,  which  restricted  our 
use  of  the  water  in  Farm  Pond,  we  are  again  confronted  with 
the  problem  of  providing  a  water  supply  for  the  constantly  in- 
creasing needs  of  the  institution.  After  consultation  with  our 
engineer,  Mr.  Charles  A.  Allen,  we  had  decided  to  recommend 
that  our  water  system  be  divided,  and  that  the  supply  necessary 
for  the  laundry  and  farm  buildings  be  taken  from  the  Charles 
River,  and,  after  nitration,  supplied  to  these  departments  by  a 
separate  system  of  piping.  Plans  and  specifications  and  esti- 
mated cost  of  this  work  have  been  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Insanity.  This  plan  has  met  with  some  opposition  from  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  and,  on  their  suggestion,  we  are  now 
having  some  experiments  made  with  driven  wells  on  and  about 
the  asylum  grounds.  The  result  of  these  experiments  has  not 
yet  been  determined  upon,  and  until  then  the  trustees  will  be 
unable  to  make  a  specific  recommendation;  but  whatever  the 
result  of  this  investigation  may  be,  in  the  opinion  of  the  trus- 
tees chapter  4:QQ  of  the  Acts  of  1908  should  be  repealed,  and 
the  right  be  given  to  acquire,  by  condemnation,  purchase  or 
otherwise,  whatever  right  any  person  or  persons  may  have  to 
the  use  of  water  in  Farm  Pond  in  the  town  of  Sherburn  for 
flowage  privileges. 

For  some  time  past  we  have  gradually  been  extending  our 
sewer  beds,  utilizing  patients'  labor  for  the  work.  It  has  been 
suggested  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  that  this  work  should 
be  completed  at  once.  This,  of  course,  makes  it  necessary  that 
outside  labor  should  be  employed.  Following  the  above  sug- 
gestion, we  have  submitted  plans,  specifications  and  estimates 
covering  the  work  to  the  State  Board  of  Insanity,  and  ask  that 
an  appropriation  of  $12,000  be  made  for  carrying  out  the  same. 
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For  some  time  it  lias  been  apparent  that  we  have  outgrown 
our  laundry.  Since  the  present  building  was  planned  the  num- 
ber of  patients  in  the  institution  has  been  increased  practically 
one-half.  This  has  led  to  much  overcrowding  of  this  depart- 
ment, and  as  we  are  forced  to  change  our  water  supply,  a  con- 
siderable saving  can  be  made  if  a  new  laundry  is  built  at  the 
same  time.  We  have  had  plans,  specifications  and  estimates 
made  for  a  new  building,  to  be  situated  near  the  present  power 
house,  and  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $36,600  for  this  purpose. 

Last  year  this  Board  went  on  record  as  favoring  the  putting 
of  all  of  our  attendants  on  a  ten  hour  per  day  basis,  and  asked 
for  an  appropriation  large  enough  to  cover  the  cost  of  the 
change.  While  we  are  of  the  same  opinion  still,  we  recognize 
the  fact  that  when  this  plan  is  put  in  practice  it  would  be  better 
policy  if  it  should  be  done  by  all  State  institutions  at  one  and 
the  same  time.  We  therefore  have  not  included,  in  our  estimate 
for  the  coming  year,  anything  for  this  purpose,  leaving  it  to  the 
wisdom  of  the  Legislature  to  decide  when  this  reform  shall  be 
brought  about. 

The  death  of  Dr.  Wilder  made  it  necessary  to  appoint  a  new 
physician  on  the  staff,  and  Dr.  Walter  Burrier  was  appointed 
to  fill  the  vacancy.    He  began  his  services  on  July  1. 

The  trustees  hereby  express  their  continued  confidence  in  the 
superintendent  and  the  officers  associated  with  him.  To  their 
combined  efforts  is  largely  due  the  credit  for  whatever  measure 
of  success  has  been  attained  in  the  management  of  the  insti- 
tution.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


Medfield  Insane  Alyltjm,  Nov.  30,  1908. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum. 

I  herewith  submit  the  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum,  for  the  twelve  months 
ending  Nov.  30,  1908. 

The  average  number  of  patients  resident  in  the  asylum  dur- 
ing the  past  year  has  been  1,475.50.  During  the  period  covered 
by  this  report,  from  Dec.  1,  1907,  to  Dec.  1,  1908,  more  patients 
have  been  admitted  than  for  any  year  since  1897.  Three  have 
been  discharged  as  capable  of  self-support,  1  as  improved  and 
1  not  improved.  There  have  been  64  deaths,  giving  a  percentage 
of  mortality  on  the  different  persons  admitted  during  the  sta- 
tistical year  of  3.90.  Considering  that  patients  affected  with 
tuberculosis  are  transferred  to  this  institution  for  special  treat- 
ment, this  is  a  very  low  death-rate. 

We  have  been  fortunate  the  past  year  in  having  fewer  changes 
among  the  employees  than  during  any  recent  year.  The  in- 
crease in  wages,  together  with  business  depression,  has  made  it 
possible  for  us  to  retain  our  help  longer.  The  number  of  per- 
sons on  the  pay  roll  has  been  increasing,  due  to  several  causes. 
Places  in  the  domestic  departments  which  were  formerly  filled 
by  patients  are  now  occupied  by  paid  employees.  Increasing 
feebleness  of  these  patients  required  this  change.  We  have 
received  a  better  class  of  patients  the  latter  part  of  this  year 
and  those  more  capable  of  doing  work  in  the  domestic  depart- 
ments, and  in  consequence  we  hope  for  an  improvement  in  this 
respect.  Every  employee  now  at  the  asylum,  excepting  the 
farmers,'  has  at  least  one  full  day  a  week  off  duty.  Attendants 
and  nurses  in  addition  to  this  have  a  portion  of  every  Sunday. 

Several  epidemics  of  a  mild  nature  have  been  confined  to  the 
help.     Chicken  pox,  measles  and  diphtheria  have  occurred  at 
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different  times  throughout  the  year.     Sooner  or  later  some  ar- 
rangement for  isolating  such  cases  will  be  needed. 

The  per  capita  cost  of  maintaining  patients  is  necessarily 
higher.  Food  and  clothing  have  cost  more  during  the  past  two 
years,  and  the  increasing  need  of  repairs,  together  with  the 
increase  on  the  pay  roll  spoken  of,  accounts  for  this  additional 
expense. 

Special  Appropriations. 

The  appropriation  of  $12,000  received  from  the  Legislature 
for  adding  two  boilers  to  our  equipment,  and  making  other 
necessary  alterations  in  piping,  valves  and  pumps  in  the  power 
house,  has  been  nearly  expended,  and  by  the  time  this  report 
is  published  the  boilers  will  be  in  operation. 

The  appropriation  of  $2,000  for  investigation  of  our  water 
supply  has  been  partly  used  in  making  a  survey  of  the  watershed 
and  in  making  a  thorough,  examination  of  our  present  supply, 
and  exploring  for  more  water  for  the  future. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,200  for  land  has  been  spent  for  1 
acres  of  tillage  land  situated  between  the  asylum  piggery  and 
Canal  Street,  and  lQ1^  acres  of  pasturage  joining  the  asylum 
line  on  the  north. 

Improvements  and  Additions. 

The  small  hospital  buildings  for  the  care  of  tuberculous  pa- 
tients have  been  open  for  the  past  year  and  have  been  successful. 

The  employees'  three  cottages,  built  to  provide  a  home  for 
married  attendants  and  for  unmarried  female  attendants,  have 
been  popular.  There  has  been  a  great  demand  for  the  rooms  in 
these  cottages,  and  many  more  could  have  been  filled  by 
employees  of  a  desirable  class. 

A  new  electric  cable  has  been  run  on  poles  to  the  farmhouse. 
It  was  found  last  spring  that  the  underground  cable  was  badly 
corroded  and  in  danger  of  giving  out.  The  large  feed  cables 
connecting  the  generators  in  the  power  house  with  the  service 
cables  were  also  found  to  be  corroded  in  places.  These  were 
taken  out,  thoroughly  repaired  and  rehung  in  a  better  position. 

A  new  furnace  and  electric  wiring  have  been  put  into  the 
engineer's  house.     Two  new  silos  have  been  built  at  the  stock 
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barn.  New  partitions  and  concrete  floors  have  been  placed  in 
the  brood  house  at  the  piggery.  A  large  root  cellar,  for  taking- 
care  of  cabbages,  turnips  and  other  strong-smelling  vegetables, 
has  been  built  near  the  piggery. 

The  building  of  double  stone  walls  upon  the  farm,  the  grad- 
ing of  new  roads  and  the  underdraining  of  swamp  land  for 
tillage  purposes  have  been  continued  by  patients'  labor.  The 
building  of  granolithic  walks  about  the  grounds  was  continued 
during  the  warm  weather. 

Recommendations. 

The  hydraulic  engineer  employed  by  your  Board  recom- 
mended taking  water  from  the  river  and  filtering  it  for  use 
in  the  laundry  and  the  stock  barn.  The  State  Board  of  Health 
suggested  that  wells  should  be  driven  in  different  places  near 
the  asylum,  to  see  if  a  supply  of  ground  water  could  not  be 
obtained.  At  the  writing  of  this  report  these  wells  are  being 
driven,  and  consequently  no  estimate  for  adding  to  our  present 
supply  can  be  made  until  the  result  of  this  exploration  is  known. 

We  have  been  for  several  years  working  upon  sewer  beds  and 
have  completed  three  by  patients'  labor.  The  work  has  been 
very  slow,  and  it  will  require  several  years  to  complete  the  beds. 
The  State  Board  of  Health  recommend  that  we  complete  these 
beds  at  once,  and  surveys  and  plans  have  been  made  and  an  esti- 
mate given  of  $12,000  for  completing  the  work  and  adding  one 
new  bed. 

Our  present  laundry  is  too  small  to  do  the  work  effectively. 
The  yard  is  insufficient  for  hanging  out  clothing;  it  is  also 
located  near  the  general  dining  rooms,  and  in  the  summer  a 
disagreeable  odor  comes  from  the  laundry  to  the  dining  rooms. 
I  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $36,600  be  asked  for  building  a 
new  laundry,  for  the  addition  of  new  machinery  and  connecting 
it  with  the  new  water  supply. 

Training  School  foe  Nurses. 
The  class  of  1908  in  the  training  school  graduated  July  7, 
1908.     Eight  nurses,  having  completed  the  course  in  a  satis- 
factory manner,  were  awarded  diplomas.     The  arrangement  for 
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admitting  our  nurses  to  the  Boston  City  Hospital  has  worked 
finely.  It  has  added  considerable  interest,  and  I  think  has  also 
operated  in  attracting  more  pupils  to  the  school. 


Acknowledgments. 

As  usual  we  are  indebted  to  the  clergymen  of  the  village. 
The  services  on  Sunday  are  much  appreciated  by  our  patients. 

A  great  many  people  have  sent  us  magazines,  papers,  etc., 
and  as  usual  I  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  them  here.  I 
am  obliged  to  do  this  way,  as  often  packages  are  shipped  to  the 
asylum  by  freight  or  express,  the  senders  being  too  modest  to 
give  their  names  or  addresses. 

The  death  of  Dr.  Ralph  Wilder  on  April  17  was  a  distinct 
shock  to  all  associated  with  him.  His  upright  character  and 
faithfulness  to  duty  were  prominent  virtues  in  his  life  here. 
He  was  sincerely  mourned  by  his  patients.  Dr.  Walter  Bur- 
rier,  a  graduate  of  Tufts  Medical  School,  was  appointed  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  Dr.  Wilder's  death. 

My  professional  associates,  heads  of  departments  and  all  other 
employees  of  the  asylum  have  my  thanks  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duties  during  the  past  year. 

In  closing,  allow  me  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  advice 
and  guidance  of  your  Board  throughout  the  past  year.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Medfield  State  Asylum  respectfully  submit 
their  report  of  the  management  of  its  affairs  for  the  year  ending 
jSFov.  30,  1909,  it  being  their  fourteenth  annual  report,  and  with 
it  are  presented  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  treasurer. 

The  importance  and  detail  of  the  great  and  varied  responsi- 
bilities of  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  institution  can  be  appre- 
ciated only  by  careful  reading  of  their  several  reports.  The 
report  of  the  superintendent  shows  the  year  to  have  been  a  busy 
one,  with  the  daily  average  number  of  patients  cared  for  the 
highest  in  our  history,  but,  in  spite  of  the  constantly  increasing 
cost  of  labor  and  supplies,  material  reduction  has  been  made  in 
the  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance. 

During  the  year  the  contract  for  building  the  nitration  area 
for  the  disposal  of  sewage  was  let  for  an  amount  well  within 
the  appropriation,  and  the  work  is  now  more  than  half  com- 
pleted. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  the  exploration  for  ground  water  has  been  continued. 
Thirty-three  test  wells  have  been  driven  at  different  points  about 
the  grounds,  and  what  is  believed  to  be  a  sufficient  supply  was 
at  last  found  near  the  new  power  house.  A  continued  test  of  one 
week's  pumping,  night  and  day,  gave  an  average  now  from  these 
wells  of  276,000  gallons  per  day.  Owing  to  last  summer  being  a 
particularly  dry  season,  the  water  in  Farm  Pond  was  reduced  to 
the  danger  point,  and  we  were  obliged  to  temporarily  connect  the 
new  wells  with  our  water  supply,  and  pay  for  the  same  out  of 
maintenance,  there  being  no  appropriation  available.      Plans, 
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specifications  and  estimates  have  been  prepared  covering  the 
work  necessary  to  permanently  connect  these  wells  with  the 
present  water  system.  These  plans  and  estimates  have  been 
approved  by  the  proper  State  Boards,  and  in  accordance  with 
their  recommendations  we  ask  that  an  appropriation  of  $3,500 
be  made  for  this  purpose. 

The  increased  population  of  the  asylum  during  the  past  year 
has  emphasized  the  need  of  a  new  laundry,  and  forces  us  to  renew 
our  former  recommendation  that  the  sum  of  $36,000  be  appro- 
priated for  the  same,  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications 
already  submitted. 

Last  year  there  were  not  enough  reports  of  the  asylum  printed 
to  allow  the  usual  exchange  with  other  institutions.  This,  in 
our  opinion,  is  not  a  wise  policy,  and  we  ask  that  this  year  the 
law  be  amended  so  as  to  give  us  a  sufficient  number  for  distri- 
bution. 

In  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Morrison  of  Brockton 
the  Board  loses  a  valued  member.  Our  respected  associate, 
Judge  John  Duff,  has  also,  for  personal  reasons,  been  obliged  to 
resign  his  position  as  trustee. 

Mr.  Francis  M.  Carroll  of  Boston  and  Mr.  James  M.  Codman, 
Jr.,  of  Brookline  have  been  appointed  to  fill  these  vacancies. 

Dr.  E.  C.  Burrell  was  appointed  medical  interne  August  23, 
and  commenced  his  duties  immediately. 

In  closing,  we  would  express  our  approval  of  the  work  of  the 
permanent  officers  of  the  institution,  and  the  intelligent,  effi- 
cient and  economical  service  they  have  rendered  the  Common- 
wealth during  the  past  year,

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Medfield  State  Asylum,  Dec.  1, 1909. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Medfield  State  Asylum. 

I  herewith  submit  the  fourteenth  annual  report  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  Medfield  State  Asylum  for  the  twelve  months 
ending  Nov.  30,  1909. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  for  the  statistical  year, 
which  extends  from  Oct.  1,  1908,  to  Oct.  1,  1909,  was  1,595.87. 
The  financial  year  extends  from  Dec.  1,  1908,  to  Dec.  1,  1909. 
The  daily  average  number  of  patients  for  this  financial  year 
differs  very  slightly  from  that  of  the  statistical  year. 

As  I  reported  last  year,  the  term  of  service  of  the  employees 
has  continued  longer  than  it  did  formerly.  This  is  a  great 
advantage  and  worth  much  more  than  the  additional  increase  to 
the  pay  roll.  The  general  health  for  the  year  has  been  quite 
good,  although  we  have  had  several  cases  of  contagious  disease 
among  the  employees,  but  fortunately  only  one  case  among  the 
patients.  The  weekly  per  capita  cost  is  lower  this  year  than 
last,  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  we  have  had  more  patients, 
although  nearly  everything  used  in  the  support  of  patients  has 
increased  in  price.  Three  patients  were  discharged  as  recovered 
and  2  others  as  capable  of  self-support.  The  percentage  of 
deaths,  reckoned  on  the  whole  number  of  cases  under  treatment, 
is  4.11,  and  is  quite  satisfactory. 

Special  Appropriations. 

An  appropriation  of  $12,000  was  granted  by  the  Legislature 

for  the   enlargement   and   alteration  of  the  present  sewerage 

system.     The  area  for  filtration  has  been  largely  increased.     A 

screen  chamber  has  been  installed  in  place  of  the  settling  vats, 
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which  have  been  in  use  ever  since  the  asylum  has  been  opened. 
All  the  beds  are  not  yet  completed,  but  part  of  them  can  be  used. 
An  appropriation  of  $2,000  was  received  for  further  explora- 
tion and  investigation  for  a  water  supply.  A  large  number  of 
test  wells  were  driven  in  this  vicinity,  to  secure,  if  possible,  a 
supply  of  ground  water.  This  has  been  found  near  the  power 
station.  The  location  of  these  wells  will  minimize  the  expense 
of  connecting  them  with  a  pump.  The  quantity  seems  to  be 
sufficient,  after  a  long-continued  test  of  pumping  during  the  dry 
season. 

Improvements  and  Additions. 

Over  1,300  running  feet  of  granolithic  walk  has  been  laid 
about  the  grounds.  This  varies  in  width  from  3  to  5  feet.  A 
new  shed  50  feet  long  and  25  feet  wide  has  been  built  by  the 
asylum  workmen,  from  lumber  cut  upon  the  grounds.  The  par- 
titioning of  one  of  the  dormitories  at  the  farmhouse  into  rooms 
was  done  early  in  the  season.  Extensive  repairs  have  been  made 
upon  the  roof  of  the  cow  shed  and  upon  several  verandas  on  the 
patients'  buildings.  The  reclamation  of  swamp  land  has  been 
continued,  and  160  rods  of  double  stone  wall  have  been  con- 
structed along  the  line  of  the  State  land  bordering  upon  the 
highway  and  upon  the  east  side  of  the  grounds  next  to  the  Stubbs 
farm.  A  floor  of  tile  has  been  laid  in  the  smoking  room  of  the 
home  for  males.  Outside  screens  have  been  placed  on  the  base- 
ment windows  of  C-3  and  the  home  for  males. 

Recommendations. 

We  are  still  very  much  in  need  of  better  laundry  facilities. 
The  present  laundry  cannot  be  enlarged  to  meet  our  needs. 
There  is  a  lack  of  yard  room  which  cannot  be  overcome;  also, 
it  is  too  near  the  general  dining  rooms,  and  I  strongly  recom- 
mend, as  I  did  last  year,  the  location  of  a  new  laundry  near  the 
power  house,  to  be  one  story  high,  and  with  some  additions  of 
machinery.  This  will  cost  $36,000  to  make  it  adequate  for  our 
needs  for  the  present  and  some  years  to  come.  Excellent  use 
can  be  made  of  the  present  laundry  building  for  storerooms, 
supervisors'  offices  and  employees'  rooms. 
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An  appropriation  will  also  be  necessary  for  a  new  pump  to 
raise  water  from  the  driven  wells  into  the  water  tower.  This 
will  probably  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $3,000,  including 
installation  and  fittings. 

Our  grounds  are  very  narrow  and  restricted  upon  the  east 
side,  and  it  would  be  of  great  advantage  if  we  could  buy  the 
Stubbs  farm,  which  joins  us  on  that  side.  A  great  need  is  for 
more  tillage  land  upon  which  to  raise  hay  and  ensilage.  We  are 
also  short  of  pasturage.  This  would  provide  for  these  wants, 
and  in  addition  enlarge  our  facilities  for  other  farming  needs. 

The  Asylum  Teaining  School. 
The  class  of  1909  was  one  of  the  smallest  graduated.  The 
school  has  aimed  to  give  a  practical  course,  and  it  has  offered 
the  additional  training  of  three  months  at  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital for  surgical  experience.  This  has  worked  well  and  is 
tending  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  school  and  the  intelligence 
of  the  nurses  who  join  it.  I  think  this  outside  training  could  be 
profitably  enlarged  in  other  directions.  Experience  in  families, 
such  as  nurses  get  in  district  nursing,  would  be  valuable  prac- 
tice. Two  or  three  months'  service  in  some  lying-in  hospital  is 
also  desirable,  and  in  time  would  attract  intelligent  applicants 
to  the  school. 

The  Medical  Staff. 
I  am  under  great  obligations  to  the  members  of  the  staff,  who 
have  been  very  faithful  and  loyal  in  their  work  throughout  their 
service.  It  was  thought  best  to  increase  the  number  by  the 
appointment  of  one  or  more  internes,  and  consequently  Dr.  E.  C. 
Burrell  was  appointed  a  medical  interne  on  August  23.  His 
appointment  is  for  one  year.  There  have  been  no  changes  among 
the  assistant  physicians  during  the  past  year. 

Acknowledgments. 
We  have  always  been  much  indebted  to  the  clergymen  of  the 
village,  whose  ministrations  to  our  sick  patients  are  much  appre- 
ciated.    We  can  always  use  an  unlimited  supply  of  magazines 
and  papers,  and  this  fact  is  becoming  more  generally  known,  so 
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that  the  asylum,  receives  more  and  more  such  donations  during 
the  year.    I  am  glad  to  again  express  my  thanks  to  these  donors. 

I  am  as  usual  greatly  indebted  to  your  Board  for  your  interest 
and  the  practical  advice  which  I  have  received  from  you  through- 
out the  year,  and  I  here  express  my  gratitude  for  your  valuable 
service.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Medfield  State  Asylum  respectfully  sub- 
mit their  fifteenth  annual  report,  with  the  reports  of  the  super- 
intendent and  treasurer  and  the  statistics  required  by  law. 

The  population  of  the  asylum  has  increased;  the  daily  aver- 
age number  of  patients  for  the  year  closing  [November  30  was 
1,655+.  This  is  the  largest  average  number  we  have  ever  cared 
for  in  any  one  year.  The- treasurer's  report  shows  an  improved 
financial  statement,  the  weekly  per  capita  cost  being  reduced  to 
$3.67. 

The  health  conditions  at  the  asylum  have  been  normal  for 
most  of  the  year,  but  during  the  last  month  there  developed  an 
epidemic  of  diphtheria  in  one  of  the  wards  for  female  patients. 
Quite  a  large  number  of  patients  and  attendants  have  been 
afflicted,  but  the  disease  has  been  of  a  very  mild  form.  Up  to 
the  time  of  writing  no  deaths  have  occurred  and  there  are  no 
serious  cases. 

The  work  for  which  special  appropriations  were  granted  has 
progressed  as  follows.  The  grading  of  sewerage  beds  has  been 
completed  for  the  present,  and  they  are  now  of  ample  size  to 
easily  take  care  of  the  present  amount  of  sewerage.  Provision 
has  been  made  for  future  extensions,  should  they  at  any  time 
be  needed.  Work  on  the  extension  of  the  water  supply  is  nearly 
completed,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  final  tests  will  show  that 
the  institution  has  at  last  a  permanent  supply  of  water.  The 
new  laundry,  for  which  the  last  Legislature  granted  the  sum  of 
$37,000,  is  well  under  way,  and  will  be  finished  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  1911. 
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There  has  been  a  rather  unusual  amount  of  work  done  along 
the  line  of  additions  and  permanent  improvements  during  the 
year.  This  has  been  accomplished  mostly  by  the  permanent 
employees,  and  paid  for  out  of  the  regular  appropriations  for 
maintenance. 

Although  no  special  appropriations  will  be  asked  for  the  com- 
ing year,  we  shall,  however,  renew  our  request  for  an  increase 
of  salaries  and  wages  sufficient  to  put  all  those  employees  work- 
ing in  the  ward  service  on  a  60-hour  week  basis. 

On  July  7  the  usual  graduation  exercises  of  the  training 
school  were  held  in  the  chapel,  and  ten  young  women  received 
their  diplomas. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  a  number  of  changes  in 
the  medical  staff,  which  are  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the 
superintendent. 

The  trustees  record  their  sorrow  at  the  death  of  Mr.  William 
0.  Blaney,  which  occurred  on  November  12.  Mr.  Blaney  was 
a  member  of  the  building  committee  during  the  time  the  asylum 
was  being  constructed,  and  has  served  in  that  capacity  and  as  a 
trustee  for  the  past  seventeen  years.  By  his  death  the  Board 
has  lost  a  valuable  member,  and  the  State  a  conscientious  and 
capable  official. 

For  more  specific  details  of  the  management  of  the  institu- 
tion and  of  its  financial  affairs,  we  refer  to  the  accompanying 
reports  of  the  superintendent  and  treasurer.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Medfield  State  Asylum,  Nov.  30,  1910. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  fif- 
teenth annual  report  of  the  Medfield  State  Asylum,  for  the  year 
ending  Nov.  30,  1910. 

The  average  number  of  patients  has  been  the  highest  this 
year  that  it  has  ever  been.  The  daily  average  number  for  the 
financial  year  was  1,655+.  While  the  cost  of  living  has  been 
advancing  for  several  years,  yet  the  weekly  per  capita  cost  is  a 
little  lower  this  year,  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  a  larger  num- 
ber of  patients.  It  amounts  to  $3.67,  inclusive  of  everything 
but  special  appropriations.  The  death  rate  is  a  little  over  4  per 
cent.,  reckoned  on  the  number  of  cases  under  treatment. 

In  other  State  institutions  of  like  character  the  attendants 
and  nurses  are  working  on  a  60-hour  week  basis.  Here  at  Med- 
field these  young  men  and  women  have  been  working  nearly  TO 
hours  per  week.  They  have  expressed  some  dissatisfaction  with 
this,  and  I  recommend  an  increase  for  salaries  and  wages,  so  as 
to  put  all  employees  of  this  class  upon  a  60-hour  week  basis. 

Special  Appeopkiatioxs. 
The.  work  of  grading  sewage  beds  was  continued  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  year,  and  there  is  now  filtration  surface  enough  for 
the  adequate  disposal  of  the  sewage.  It  is  so  planned  that  it 
can  be  extended  in  the  future,  if  needed.  The  water  in  the 
pond  from  which  we  have  taken  our  supply  reached  such  a  low 
level  in  October,  1909,  that  it  became  imperatively  necessary  to 
obtain  a  new  supply  at  once.  The  wells  which  were  being- 
driven  in  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  State  Board  of 
Health  had  reached  a  condition  so  that  at  least  half  of  the  water 
necessary  could  be  obtained  from  them.     A  small  pump  was 
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immediately  installed.  This  sufficed  temporarily,  but  it  was 
found  that  there  was  not  head  enough  in  the  standpipe  for  fire 
purposes.  An  appropriation  of  $4,500  was  asked  for,  for  in- 
creasing the  capacity  of  the  wells  and  installing  a  larger  pump. 
This  has  been  done,  but  the  final  tests  have  not  yet  been  made. 
An  appropriation  of  $37,000  was  received  for  building  a  new 
laundry  with  additional  machinery.  Work  was  begun  and  the 
walls  are  now  up.  It  will  be  in  condition  in  the  spring  to  re- 
ceive the  machinery  from  the  old  laundry  and  the  new  machin- 
ery which  the  appropriation  provided  for. 

Permanent  Improvements. 

An  addition  has  been  built  to  the  south  side  of  the  tubercular 
hospital  for  women.  This  gives  room  for  ten  more  beds.  It 
was  made  from  stone  and  lumber  obtained  on  the  place.  A  barn 
for  young  stock,  constructed  of  field  stone  and  lumber  from  the 
asylum  land,  is  nearing  completion.  An  extension  of  the  auto- 
matic regulators  and  forced  draft  has  been  installed  under  four 
boilers  in  the  power  house,  and  this  now  completes  the  equip- 
ment. The  outside  painting  of  buildings  was  begun  in  the 
spring,  and  half  of  them  have  been  completed.  This  should  be 
continued  another  year.  One  hundred  and  twelve  rods  of  dou- 
ble stone  wall  have  been  built,  and  three  acres  of  land  have  been 
drained.  ]STew  fastenings  for  holding  on  the  outside  window 
screens  have  been  placed  upon  F-2,  the  building  for  excited 
male  patients.  The  old  ones  had  become  insecure,  so  that  sev- 
eral patients  escaped.  A  sprayer  run  by  a  gasolene  engine 
with  a  tank  was  bought  and  used  extensively  on  the  trees 
throughout  the  summer.  Iron  tank  carts  have  been  obtained  to 
take  away  the  garbage  and  refuse,  instead  of  barrels  in  open 
wagons,  as  formerly  used.  It  is  believed  that  this  will  do  away 
with  some  of  the  flies  which  are  numerous  during  the  summer 
season. 

]STo  special  appropriations  will  be  asked  for,  for  the  coming 
year.  In  the  future,  many  things  are  desirable  to  keep  the  in- 
stitution up  to  date  and  to  enable  it  to  do  good  work. 

The  training  school  continues  to  be  of  advantage  to  the  insti- 
tution in  furnishing  trained  attendants  for  ward  service.  A 
class  of  ten  young  women  was  graduated  on  July  1. 
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Changes  among  the  Officers. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Gross,  who  has  acted  as  steward  for  the  past  three 
years,  resigned  to  engage  in  other  business.  He  showed  a  great 
deal  of  interest  in  his  work,  and  his  services  were  valuable. 
Mr.  Louis  A.  Hall  has  been  appointed  to  fill  this  position.  Dr. 
Helen  T.  Cleaves,  after  a  service  of  over  seven  years,  resigned 
to  enter  general  practice  in  Boston.  I  regret  this  departure  of 
Dr.  Cleaves,  as  she  has  been  a  very  efficient  officer.  Dr.  Jane 
B.  Smith  has  been  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy  upon  the  med- 
ical staff.  Dr.  E.  C.  Burrell  completed  his  service  as  interne 
last  August.  As  yet,  no  one  has  been  appointed  to  fill  this 
vacancy. 

I  feel  the  inadequacy  of  thanking,  year  after  year,  the  clergy- 
men of  the  village  who  have  so  kindly  volunteered  their  services 
in  case  of  sickness  and  for  funerals  at  the  institution,  but  know 
of  no  other  way  in  which  to  show  my  appreciation.  I  also  again 
wish  to  publicly  thank  all  those  people  who  have  sent  papers, 
magazines  and  other  reading  matter  to  the  patients.  I  am  under 
great  obligations  to  the  officials  at  the  institution  and  all  the 
employees,  who  have  given  their  time  and  faithful  services  for 
the  welfare  of  the  patients.  I  also  thank  your  Board  for  their 
interest,  and  the  valuable  advice  which  they  have  so  willingly 
given  when  required.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  Medfield  State  Asylum  herewith  present  their 
sixteenth  annual  report,  with  the  reports  of  the  superintendent 
and  treasurer  and  with  the  statistics  required  by  law. 

The  last  report  found  the  population  of  the  asylum  the  largest 
in  its  history.  This  increase  continued  until,  in  March  of  this 
year,  there  were  1,763  inmates  of  the  institution,  while  the  yearly 
average  has  been  1,729.  If  this  increase  continues,  the  problems 
of  the  management  will  also  increase.  Already  the  quarters  for 
officers  and  employees  seem  inadequate.  It  has  been  proposed 
that  new  cottages  be  built  after  the  plan  of  those  now  in  use.  If 
this  is  done  the  situation  will  be  relieved  somewhat.  The  trustees 
are  disappointed  that  the  old  laundry  building  about  to  be  vacated 
cannot  at  once  be  made  available  for  administration  and  for 
officers'  apartments. 

The  new  laundry  is  having  the  machinery  installed  as  fast  as 
possible.  When  this  is  completed  a  long-felt  want  will  have  been 
supplied. 

While  the  practice  of  the  institution  has  for  years  been  along 
the  lines  of  the  new  statute  regarding  restraint,  the  moral  effect 
of  that  statute  has  been  to  make  the  attendants  fearful  and  nerv- 
ous to  the  detriment  of  the  discipline  of  the  institution.  Several 
nurses  have  been  injured  by  female  patients,  and  several  of  the 
best  have  left  the  work  for  this  reason.  Could  we  have  unlimited 
means  at  our  command  it  would  be  comparatively  easy  to  have 
attendants  enough  so  these  things  could  not  happen.  Much  more 
might  also  be  done  to  occupy  those  patients  who  will  not  work 
except  when  under  constant  supervision.     While  much  has  been 
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done  in  many  lines  of  industrial  pursuits,  without  a  large  expendi- 
ture for  instruction  and  supervision,  we  can  never  expect  to  make 
a  very  creditable  showing  in  this  line,  owing  to  the  low  grade  of 
cases  committed  to  our  care. 

While  the  percentage  of  deaths  has  increased  slightly  during  the 
year,  it  is  still  no  greater  than  at  other  similar  institutions,  and 
the  added  years  should  be  expected  to  bring  added  infirmities  to 
chronic  cases. 

The  average  weekly  expense  per  patient  has  been  $3.7644. 
The  trustees  feel  that  the  credit  of  this  low  figure  belongs  very 
largely  to  our  superintendent  and  his  assistants,  who  by  careful 
and  constant  attention  to  minutest  details  have  brought  about 
this  result. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  learn  that  Mr.  Francis  M.  Carroll  has 
found  it  necessary  to  terminate  his  connection  with  the  board  of 
trustees.  His  large  experience  with  men  and  matters  has  made 
him  a  valuable  member,  while  his  genial  personality  has  made 
him  an  equally  pleasant  one.  The  Board  regrets  that  his  time  is 
too  much  occupied  with  his  other  duties  to  remain  longer  one  of 
its  members. 

You  are  referred  to  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  treas- 
urer for  further  details  of  management  and  expenditure.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Medfield  State  Asylum,  Nov.  30,  1911. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Medfield  State  Asylum. 

Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
sixteenth  annual  report  of  the  Medfield  State  Asylum  for  the 
financial  year  beginning  Dec.  1,  1910,  and  ending  Nov.  30,  1911. 
The  statistical  year  begins  with  Oct.  1,  1910,  and  ends  Sept.  30, 
1911,  and  the  statistics  regarding  the  patients  are  for  this  period 
of  time.     Financial  statistics  are  for  the  financial  year. 

During  the  statistical  year  there  have  been  1,869  cases  under 
treatment.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients  has  been  1,729, 
an  increase  of  74  patients  over  last  year.  The  number  of  deaths 
during  this  year  was  94,  a  little  over  5  per  cent,  reckoned  on  the 
number  of  cases  under  treatment. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  sickness.  A  mild  epi- 
demic of  diphtheria  was  protracted  into  the  month  of  May.  Dur- 
ing this  epidemic  it  became  necessary  to  vacate  one  of  the  buildings 
occupied  by  female  patients  and  transform  it  into  an  isolation 
hospital,  the  upper  story  being  for  sick  patients  and  the  lower  floor 
for  sick  employees.     There  were  no  deaths  due  to  this  disease. 

More  women  patients  have  been  employed  this  year  than  usual, 
largely  in  sewing  and  in  gardening.  Last  year  I  asked  for  an 
increase  in  the  appropriation  for  wages  so  as  to  put  the  attendants, 
both  men  and  women,  on  a  sixty-hour  week  basis  similar  to  the 
system  employed  in  other  State  institutions  for  the  insane.  The 
maintenance  was  approved  very  late  in  the  season  and  at  a  time 
of  year  when  it  was  most  difficult  to  obtain  attendants,  so  that 
this  was  not  fully  carried  out.  It  is  hoped  to  bring  this  change 
about  very  soon.  The  percentage  of  change  among  employees 
upon  ward  duty  has  been  the  largest  this  year  of  any  year,  and  I 
can  but  believe  that  it  is  partly  due  to  the  long  hours  of  service. 
The  weekly  per  capita  cost  has  been  $3.76.  +

Special  Appropriations. 

An  appropriation  of  .$4,500  was  received  for  driving  new  wells 
and  increasing  the  diameter  of  those  already  in,  and  also  for  the 
installing  of  a  larger  pump  electrically  driven.  This  work  was 
completed  early  in  the  year,  but  since  then  it  has  been  found  that 
a  larger  motor  is  necessary,  as  the  continual  use  of  the  wells 
requires  more  power  for  the  pump  than  was  originally  estimated. 
A  motor  of  larger  capacity  has  been  ordered  and  will  be  installed. 

The  new  laundry  building  is  completed,  and  the  work  of  putting 
in  place  new  machinery  and  fitting  it  up,  preparatory  to  changing 
from  the  old  laundry,  is  being  carried  on. 

Permanent  Improvements. 

A  barn  for  calves  and  young  stock  was  completed  early  in  the 
year,  near  the  cow  sheds  at  the  farm  group,  from  lumber  cut  upon 
the  place  and  rough  stone.  It  serves  the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  designed  very  well.  New  floors  of  concrete  were  built  in 
the  large  scullery  and  storerooms  adjoining  the  general  kitchen. 
These  were  originally  of  wood  covered  with  asphalt  and  were 
badly  in  need  of  repair.  They  were  torn  away  and  concrete 
floors  upon  steel  beams  were  substituted.  The  location  of  the 
refrigerating  rooms  was  also  changed  and  the  rooms  enlarged  at 
the  same  time. 

A  dentist's  room  has  been  fitted  up  in  B-l  and  patients  are 
taken  there  from  the  wards  for  necessary  dentistry.  Heretofore 
the  dentist  has  visited  the  wards  in  a  desultory  manner,  and  now 
a  thorough  canvass  of  all  patients  will  be  made  and  extractions 
and  fillings  attended  to  by  a  competent  dentist,  who  will  spend  a 
certain  time  each  week  at  the  institution  for  this  purpose. 

A  platform  scale  has  been  built  at  the  farm  barn,  so  that  sup- 
plies of  hay  and  grain  can  be  weighed  while  they  are  still  in  the 
cart  and  before  distribution.  A  new  shop  of  field  stone  has  been 
commenced  near  the  power  house.  This  is  to  be  used  for  a  ma- 
chine shop  for  repairs  and  for  blacksmithing.  The  shop  now  in 
use  for  this  purpose  is  in  the  industrial  building,  and  is  at  quite 
a  distance  from  the  power  house.  The  vacation  of  the  old  shop 
will  afford  a  place  for  the  plumbers  who  are  now  located  in  a 
basement  of  one  of  the  ward  buildings.    A  new  shop  for  the 
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employment  of  male  patients  has  been  opened  in  the  basement 
of  S-2.  The  work  so  far  in  this  shop  has  been  in  the  cleaning  and 
repairing  of  men's  clothing.  The  building  of  stone  walls  and  the 
laying  of  a  concrete  walk  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year, 
as  well  as  the  usual  underdraining  and  grading.  Patients'  labor 
is  utilized  in  these  permanent  improvements  as  much  as  possible. 

Improvements  to  be  asked  foe. 
I  recommend  that  your  Board  ask  of  the  Legislature  an  appro- 
priation of  $17,227,  the  estimate  made  for  building  3  cottages  for 
employees,  of  the  same  type  as  those  now  in  use,  and  completed 
in  1906,  the  lower  floor  to  provide  a  tenement  for  a  married  male 
attendant,  the  upper  floor  to  provide  8  beds  for  female  employees. 
Those  now  in  use  have  been  so  successful  that  an  extension  of 
this  system  is  warranted.  The  male  attendant  who  can  have  a 
family  and  live  at  home,  returning  to  his  family  after  his  work 
is  completed,  is  much  better  satisfied  and  is  more  devoted  and 
intelligent  in  his  service  to  the  institution.  These  cottages  will 
also  provide  an  economical  way  for  housing  female  employees, 
attendants  and  others. 

Training  School. 
A  class  of  9  young  women  was  graduated  on  July  6.  This  class 
did  not  have  the  advantage  of  the  longer  service  which  is  now 
provided  for  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  so  that  the  effect  of 
this  change  upon  the  training  school  is  not  yet  fully  determined. 
It  must,  however,  be  beneficial  to  the  nurses,  and  indirectly  react 
to  the  benefit  of  the  institution.  I  recommend  that  the  time  of 
graduation  be  extended  to  October  1  instead  of  in  July  as  it  has 
been.  This  will  round  out  the  two  years  more  fully  which  the 
nurses  give  for  their  training  course,  and  also  bring  the  gradua- 
tion exercises  in  a  more  agreeable  season  and  coincident  with  the 
yearly  opening  of  the  school. 

Officers  of  the  Staff. 
I  am  glad  to  report  that  there  has  been  no  change  on  the  official 
staff.     All  of  the  physicians  and  officials  in  the  business  depart- 
ment are  the  same  as  last  vear. 
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Acknowledgments. 
I  wish  to  publicly  extend  my  thanks  to  all  the  officials  and  the 
employees  who  have  contributed  to  the  welfare  of  this  asylum. 
I  have  been  especially  gratified  with  the  amount  of  interest  shown 
by  the  female  nurses  and  attendants  in  teaching  patients  to  sew. 
As  usual,  I  am  under  many  obligations  to  friends  of  the  institu- 
tion who  have  forwarded  magazines,  papers,  etc.,  for  use  of  the 
patients.  I  also  appreciate  the  readiness  with  which  the  clergy- 
men of  the  village  respond  to  calls  upon  their  time  and  services. 
Again  I  take  pleasure  in  thanking  your  Board  for  your  co-opera- 
tion and  valuable  advice  given  me  in  the  management  of  the 
asylum.
